Willing Co-operation 

Closely related the desire for reason- 
able recognition achievement, and more 
important for gracious living sense 
belonging. Recent investigations and study 
the fields psychology and social sci- 
ences indicate that interest one’s work, 
work adjustment, and productive output 
tend higher when workers feel that 
they are integral part the organiza- 
tion which they serve than when they re- 
gard the organization something apart 
from themselves. 

This sense belonging takes root and 
grows thousand subtle ways. Essen- 
“in” current affairs. All those concerned 
religious teachers well lay teachers, 
other personnel learn from the 
administrator and not from the students 
changes schedule, the date for re- 
leasing grades, the dates vacation, and 
other details school procedure. mem- 
bers the household should told 
changes the horarium, expected guests, 
planned activities, these incidents are 
theoretically community affairs. 

Before making changes schedule 
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curriculum, the administrator should con- 
sult with the teachers about the impending 
changes. School management necessarily 
co-operative effort and this co-operation 
should extended those teachers who 
will affected. Perhaps teacher has 
planned test other special work for 
particular day. somewhat discon- 
certing, therefore, that day before 
she meets the class, she receives notice 
that because assembly, that period 
will shortened that the class will not 
meet. 

Many administrators supply the teachers 
with weekly schedules activities together 
with any accompanying changes class 
time. Thus, conflicts are avoided. 

ticipation (though not necessarily with final 
authority) planning its activities and de- 
fining its policies. means recognition 
each member important contribution 
the joint effort.

demand for graduates Catholic high 
schools exceeds the supply. 

More than three fourths the business 
subject offerings diocesan high schools 
were the area office training subjects, 
and very few subjects were available 
the area general business merchan- 
dising subjects. Since recent surveys have 
disclosed the fact that the largest groups 
business workers are employed sell- 
ing and general office work and compara- 
tively few the bookkeeping and steno- 
graphic fields, the conclusion may drawn 
that Catholic high schools should include 
additional merchandising and general busi- 
ness courses their business curriculum. 

Catholic business teachers generally are 
opposed the use selective processes 
admitting students vocational busi- 
ness subjects. This opinion variance 
with that business education leaders. 
The conclusion that students must 
possess certain aptitudes, interests, and 
abilities for vocational business training, 
and those not potentially trainable for 
business jobs should denied entrance 
into vocational business classes. most 
Catholic high schools, however, the busi- 
ness curriculum offers the only alternative 
present academic subjects. When 
diocesan high schools expand sufficiently 
include multiple-type curricula, selective 
processes should utilized admitting 
students vocational business education. 

Business education diocesan high 
schools reflects the philosophy Catholic 
education with respect providing for 
the temporal and spiritual needs Cath- 
olic youth. General conformity with cri- 
teria gives evidence effort in- 
tegrate moral principles with business 
subjects and furnish 
program business education with pro- 
vision for individual differences abilities 
pupils. 


School-Community Relations 

Respondents apparently realize the es- 
sential role the business department 
establishing desirable school-community 
relationships, since most the business 
teachers utilize community resources avail- 
able the school, and Catholic business 
students further worth-while social action 
projects the community. some areas, 


however, appears that more extensive 
use community resources would effect 
improvement the Catholic secondary 
school curriculum: (1) determining 
courses study business education, 
evident that the schools not make 
sufficient use occupational analysis and 
follow-up studies graduates, nor 
school officials and community groups work 
together any extent curriculum plan- 
ning and revision; (2) Making business 
department facilities available for adult 
education neglected area most 
diocesan high schools; and (3) Only one 
third the 210 schools conduct com- 
munity surveys order determine the 
effectiveness their instructional program. 
The conclusion that the business edu- 
cation program Catholic schools would 
the needs the community. 


Qualifications Teachers 

Business teachers Catholic 
schools possess general educational require- 
ments plus thorough mastery knowl- 
edge, techniques, and skills business 
subjects. The majority Catholic business 
teachers, however, lack courses business 
education the college level, although 
many them have had actual business 
experiences before entering religious con- 
gregations. Therefore, in-service courses 
business education should made avail- 
able teachers. Diocesan high schools, 
also, should make more adequate provision 
for professional reading periodicals 
the area business education. The very 
small percentage Catholic business 
teachers who hold membership national, 
regional, local associations leads the 
conclusion that business teachers Cath- 
olic high schools not participate suffi- 
ciently business education organizations 
community business projects. 

Students business classes are rep- 
resentative cross section the entire 
school population. Business students en- 
gage freely all school activities. Co- 
curricular activities involving business tech- 
niques, however, are not provided for 


business students sufficient number 
meet the interest manifested students 
such activities. 


Methods, Materials, and 
Equipment 

Since the vast majority business 
teachers conformed criteria for meth- 
odology, may concluded that they 
realize the importance basing methods 
principles. most schools, materials and 
equipment seem appropriate for 
instructional needs. Comments made 
business teachers lead the conclusion 
that Catholic educators realize the neces- 
sity for furnishing adequate facilities for 
the business department 
funds limit expenditures for equipment. 


Guidance, Placement, and 
Follow-up 

The business department integral 
part the guidance program the ma- 
jority diocesan high schools. Selective 
processes based exploratory courses 
and prognostic devices should used 
more extensively admitting students 
vocational business classes. Placement prac- 
tices provide for pupils and graduates, but 
not for dropouts. Since the whole idea 
Catholic education provide for the 
temporal and spiritual needs all Catho- 
lic youth, placement services should also 
include the dropout. Only minority the 
schools make follow-up studies students 
graduates. Studies this type would 
help schools develop flexible program 
business education reflect changes job 
demands and changes social and eco- 
nomic conditions. the vast majority 
diocesan schools, the prevailing balance 
between academic and business subjects 
does not allow for work-experience pro- 
grams the community during school 
hours. Respondents are the opinion 
that effective vocational business edu- 
cation program can provided the 
secondary school without supervised work 
experience, but that 
should inaugurated for students who 
need and who will benefit such 
program. 


Suggestions for Further Research

The need obvious 
any teacher high school religion. 
The problem arises from the fact that 
most the basic terms religion text- 
books and books about religion for the 
laity are technical, Latin terms which have 
been transliterated into English. 


Latin Terminology and Theologians 
Every intelligent teacher knows better 
than tamper with technical expressions. 
Theology, like chemistry physics, 
any other exact science, needs standard 
technical terms. Theologians have worked 
hard for centuries express Christian 
truths precise Latin terms, definitions, 
formulas, distinctions, and 
proofs. Latin especially apt for their 
purpose because dead language 
and so, terms not suffer change 
meaning like everyday words living 
language. 


Latin Terms and High School 
Religion 

But Latin terminology, have 
English textbooks for high school reli- 
gion, unserviceable this level. Religion 
not like chemistry physics which 
ordinary students may expected cram 
into the memory and then forget. Re-

What Happened English 
Religious Terminology? 

Religious concepts, even 
for high school consumption, will always 
include many expressions which are “tech- 
nical.” The words “sacrament, grace, bap- 
are samples. Such technical expres- 
sions must understood mastering 
simple definitions. 

The problem teaching religious tech- 
nical terms definition not what con- 
cerns here. question this: Why 
have many Latin terms been trans- 
literated into English religious writings 
instead translated?

Things have not worked out that way.

For others simply 
locked up. Regardless the percentage 
Latin roots English, still have 
consider Latin foreign language. And so, 
want Latin words easily under- 
stood, have translate them. 

Here example show how mean- 
ing can even lost transliteration 
Latin into English. The Latin word “manu- 
factum” means “made hand.” The 
“manufactured.” But 
longer means “made hand.” fact 
strongly implies the opposite made not 
hand but machine. This translitera- 
tion even reverses the original meaning. 


The Problem 

suppose careless teacher picks words 
random—like peanuts from sack. 
“Verbalism,” the teaching words with- 
out assurance that their meaning pene- 
trates, blight and curse our 
profession. But careful teacher 
finicky about words and meanings any 
theologian ever was. Words are only the 
tags that identify ideas. Good teachers 
deal with ideas, not just with word tags. 

Selecting system English terms 
tag the true meaning Latin theological 
terms accurately for high school students 
know theology Latin; and one needs 
know the active thinking and speaking 
vocabulary average high school students. 
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Still, the inestimable value such terms 
teachers recommends the work for co- 
operative effort. say that everyone whose 
business teaching should help this 
because very important have stand- 
ard terminology high school religion. 
Standardization our terms means econ- 
omy effort and minimum confusion 
among the teachers and students our 
many Catholic high schools. 


Rules for Translating Latin Terms 

accurate. This the first rule for 
translating Latin theological terms into 
English intelligible high school students. 
narily translated “neighbor” the great 
Second Commandment “Love thy 
neighbor Here the word 
everyday English refers 
those who live next door and around the 
“neighborhood.” certain that Christ 
our Lord this Commandment meant 
include not just the neighborhood but all 
even our enemies. 

Second, use the active, conversational 
vocabulary high school students. 
want students think and speak about 
their religion. So, must teach their 
thinking and speaking words; words easily 
understood and remembered. Here 
example: The expression “eight beatitudes” 
more easily understood English when 
translated rules for happiness.” 
“Happiness” conversational word. 
“Beatitude” Latin transliteration which 
rare even elegant English. 

Third, where there choice, choose 
the terms which are better for teaching. 
Better teaching terms are those which are 
more easily explained remembered than 
better teaching word than 
easier explain, thus: our Lord 
foretold the destruction Jerusalem, that 
is, told before happened.” 

Fourth, where phrase more accurate 
better for teaching than word, choose 
phrase. For example: “Mortification” 
better translated because 
the basic idea the curbing our ap- 
petites not “death”; but well- 
regulated growth life. 

Fifth, because teaching involves lot 
speaking and listening, use words which 
cannot easily confused with other words 
when heard. For example: 
better translated “love pleasure.” 
sounds too much like and easily 
confused with 

Sixth, pick the terms that have the 
least number confusing secondary mean- 
ings. example: Theologians distinguish 


the physical “accidents” and “properties” 
bread and wine which are really present 
after the consecration Mass. Both these 
words English are very confusing when 
associated with the Real Presence. better 
word, cover both, “appearances.” 
Some theologian might object that the ap- 
pearances are only one the physical 
accidents really present the Eucharist. 
But appearances are the most impressive 
because they appeal sight. What more 
important, they are really and truly pres- 
ent, not accident accidently 
the English word “accident” leads 
believe. careful teacher will settle for 
the less inclusive term this case, 
avoid the confusion caused the word 
“accidents.” 

doubt one can too finicky about 
such things and the foregoing rules are 
rather suggestions and directives. are 
not going find accurate, conversational 
teaching expressions English for all our 
Latinisms. There are many technical ex- 
pressions which defy translation. have 
control their meaning intelligent 
definitions. Some such words are: 
rament, sacramental, confession, substance, 
creation, contrition.” “intelligent defi- 
nition” mean something like this: 
ation God’s power, making all things 
with nothing for start.” This definition 
avoids the confusion cause students 
when tell them proving the existence 
God that “nothing comes from 
and then define creation “making 
something out nothing.” The foregoing 
also better teaching definition, thus: 
“God made all things with nothing for 
start; stone, wood, metal, 
nothing all but the ideas His 
mind and His immeasurable 


Some Advantages Latin Terms 

The use some esoteric terms high 
school subjects does have advantages 
kind. Such terms lend intellectual dignity 
subject matter and afford feeling 
supermastery the students who under- 
stand them. But students must made 
realize that these terms require special 
explanation any discussion the matter 
with the uninitiated. 


Technical Terms College 

Here have treated this problem 
terminology exclusively occurs the 
high school level. would agree that bright 
college students can gain insight and depth 
religious understanding mastering 
many technical Latinisms and multiple dis- 
tinctions. But high school not college.

Any college religion teacher knows that 
many, many Catholic students come 
college from Catholic schools ignorant 
what they should have mastered high 
school. result, valuable time must 
sacrificed remedial instruction before 
college material can handled. 

Any high school teacher 
knows that many, many students come 
high school, even from Catholic grade 
schools, uncertain material which they 
should have mastered the grades. 
result, time must sacrificed reme- 
dial instruction before high school matter 
can handled. 

Here realistic view the situation 
have it. High school our critical 
area for formal religious instruction. 
high school develop 
matter learned the grades. Here 
instruct for college and for everyday adult 
living. The extensive demands our time 
and our energies forbid wrestle with 
religious terminology which unmanage- 
able the high school level.

sume, also that equally necessary for 
pupils who leave school before graduation. 


Former Students Need Guidance 

This especially true for 
dents who are forced leave because 
economic problems drop out because 
lack interest. Surveys concerning the 
conditions and attitudes these school 
leavers substantiate our general belief that 
while good number leave school before 
graduation for economic reasons, others 
quit because lack interest, dis- 
ciplinary trouble, difficulty with subject 
matter, and other reasons, including feel- 
ing completion, poor health, marital 
plans, and many others. is, above all, 
for the sake the school leavers that 
follow-up the school’s guidance program 
vitally necessary. 

sometimes happens that the graduates 
and leavers quite often have depressing 
sense being alone, bewildering feeling 
being their own before they are 
ready. They have feeling uncertainty, 
inability cope with new situations 
unless they can obtain adequate guidance. 
Industry has not accepted the extension

Guidance the physical, moral, mental, 
social, emotional, and vocational problems 
people cannot cease when they reach 
certain age attain certain level 
education. These needs are just real 
and important the adult level. The 
church, the home, industry, 
education all help orienting people 
their new status life, but there are many 
ways which the school can also help 
them make this adjustment. The school 
knows, should know, the students 
their talents, ambitions, and aptitudes for 
work student life. probably better 
equipped aid and guide former students 
follow-up program than any other 
agency. 

The average graduates leavers adjust 
themselves best they can post-school 
life. But the chief force directing their 
energies and capabilities frequently the 
opportunism available job without 
regard for the necessary concomitant in- 
terests, aptitudes, abilities. The novelty 
this new situation may blind them the 
avenues open them for more worth- 
while utilization talents and satisfaction 
their deep-rooted interests. 

this situation, the secondary school 
particular, can definitely 
agency which they may turn for guid- 
ance. They should able find the 
school someone counsel them their 


new problems, for the critical and really 
important facets life and living which 
they alone must make decisions are usually 
not encountered until they graduate 
leave school. then follows that the 
school must learn the reaction former 
pupils the guidance services the 
school means follow-up study. 


The Follow-Up Study 


follow-up study there are three 
main values: (1) the graduate leaver, 
(2) the guidance program 
riculum the school, and (3) the 
present students who will eventually fol- 
low the footsteps the graduate 
leaver. 

good deal has been written about these 
three values, but perhaps may briefly 
consider the latter. Problems graduates 
and leavers will generally the problems 
that present students will have face 
the immediate future. Knowledge some 
the challenges confronting these young 
people will helpful the students 
presently enrolled school. Necessary ad- 
justments being made those now out 
school are indicative possible weaknesses 
the guidance program well afford- 
ing means assisting them make 
adjustments critical situations. 
low-up study will help the school realize 
the weaknesses and the strong points 
its curriculum and guidance program. 
information for proper and effective guid- 
ance, counseling, and preparation pres- 
ent students. 

Frequently the school can improve the 
position those out school enabling 
them move jobs better suited 
their abilities opening avenues for re- 
training for more advantageous types 
work, informing them trends 
the industrial picture which will mean 
demand for. different kinds work. The 
experiences. the graduate 
can effective examples for present stu- 
dents.

The 
most effective time for this preparation 
during their senior year, although all years 
the high school should devoted 
program continuing public relations. 
Students should impressed with the 
necessity fidelity and frankness an- 
swering questionnaires sent them the 
school. They should taught realize 


the importance co-operation for future 
guidance for themselves, for the good 
the school curriculum and guidance pro- 
gram, and for the benefit other stu- 
dents who will follow them. 

Follow-up studies seem most effective 
when based the one-three-five-year plan 
because under normal conditions, they will 
see the graduates leavers through their 
most critical adjustment periods. 

Material for the follow-up study can 
gathered, principally, from three sources: 
(1) the graduate school leaver, (2) 
from colleges other institutions higher 
learning, and (3) from places work.

Children must taught recognize 
the nobility the farmer because 
collaborates with God the work His 
creation. partnership with God be- 
comes men provider the 
fiber, and shelter they need. Music and 
songs revolving around rural living will 
help develop love for this type life. 
These community songs add much zest and 
merriment community festivals. Art, 
especially the making crafts the 
school and home will much for foster- 
ing happy, rural family life. The idea

organized student patrol one 
our elementary schools build Chris- 
tian character through courtesy, self-con- 
trol, and respect and consideration for 
others. felt that through patience and 
practice would develop responsibility 
our students, and they would discharge 
that responsibility through co-operation 
and leadership. members organ- 
ized group, they could work for the com- 
mon good and develop the abilities neces- 
sary for Christian social living now 
well fit themselves for good citizenship 
later life. 

The object the student patrol 
school twofold: provides for order 
without regimentation and excellent 
opportunity develop the civic spirit 
co-operation the children. organize, 
held assembly, the moderator pre- 
siding and the principal and assistant priest 
present. The children were guided list 
regulations themselves, for felt that 
they drew these regulations they 
would more readily respect them. Obviously 
rules will vary from school school; 
however our children suggested these:

The school playground should 
source pride for all us.

When the regulations were drawn 
elected patrol officers, the number depend- 
ing the places patrolled.

The student patrol released 
many teachers for more important duties 
the school. However, this program did 
not eliminate the need for some teacher 
supervision; there should one teacher 
the grounds during all play periods, 
since child can expected handle 
serious emergencies. 

Our student patrol held monthly meet- 
ings presided over the patrol captain. 
These gave the entire faculty, patrol 
cers, and representatives from the various 
grades opportunity discuss problems 
and their solutions. report was posted 
all classrooms and hall bulletin boards, 
summarizing the decisions the meetings. 

Just what was the authority the stu- 
dent patrol? Our student patrol officer 
duty made corrections. took the 
offender the moderator, who discussed 
the offense and reprimanded she judged 
fit. The noon hour found good 
time for detention. order that 
offender who had been scheduled for noon 
detention forgotten, responsible child 
saw that slips went the rooms the 
offenders before noon, reminding the 
teacher that those children report 
the moderator for partl the noon 
period. The work which was done during 
detention was sent back, signed the 


moderator her child assistant, the 
teacher each offender stressing the com- 
plete co-operation between faculty and 
patrol. 

The time for detention would op- 
tional, course, since schools differ 
policies; for some, 30-minute period after 
school would more convenient. 

give patrol members sign their 
office and further prestige, student patrol 
belts made school colors Indianhead 
material were worn. The belts were made 
one long strip, least two yards long 
and four inches wide finished, long enough 
crossed over the right shoulder and 
wrapped around the waist. The words 
“Student lettered across the front 
proved very effective. This lettering can 
done any local knitting mill quite 
inexpensively. The belts resemble the Sam 
Browne belts worn traffic patrol officers 
many schools. Some schools may elect 
use some other insignia badge 
identification for their patrol. One must 
sure, however, that the badge should 
large enough make the identity the 
patrol officer unmistakable.

tary contemporary American life 
the reaction Edgewater Park, New 
Jersey, the 350 children who come 
from distance the public school 
and who say grace before going the 
cafeteria for lunch. protest was made 
and the practice many years was 
stopped. petition against the protest 
was signed 603 persons. The prac- 
tice was resumed. 

The school board then asked the 
attorney general the State New 
Jersey for his opinion. Here is: 

“Grace invokes the divine blessing 
before meal. religious exercise, 
barred the public schools 
this state. There can legal 
constitutional objection, however, the 
reading passages from the Old Tes- 
tament the repeating the Lord’s 


Prayer immediately prior the noon 
meal.” 

There interesting legal back- 
ground this situation. New Jersey 
law requires the reading least five 
verses the Old Testament the 
opening the schoolday, without com- 
ment. The state supreme court has 
ruled that the Lord’s Prayer and the 
Old Testament are non-sectarian. 

And the attorney general also held 
“that interval silence understood 
the children for grace would 
religious exercise and therefore 
illegal. said the silence period could 
observed without any understanding 
grace was repeated the chil- 
dren themselves.” 

And Mrs. Mildred Magowan, the 
supervising principal the schools, and 
whose honor one the schools was 
named after years service 
teacher and principal, knowingly and 
sagely remarks: 

would say per cent our 
people are favor their children’s 
saying grace. Our legislators have in- 
corporated ‘One Nation under God’ 
the salute the flag, but apparently 
cannot mention God prayer.”

When the Washington County 
(Maryland) board education de- 
cided establish closed-circuit 
television project within the county 
school system, great many the 
faculty who had been teaching for 
years without were bit con- 
cerned. Were they going become 
monitors? baby sitters? How 
would television affect their day-to- 
day work? was obvious that only 
few teachers would selected 
the television instruction. How would 
this affect relationships among the 
faculty? And most important, would 
television effective arm the 
teaching process? Would pupils learn 
watching TV? These were im- 
portant questions all concerned 
the Hagerstown project the 
fall 1956. More than that, they 
were important teachers, adminis- 
trators, and pioneers educational 
television throughout the country. 

Interested all aspects tele- 
vision for education, the Educational 
Television and Radio Center (Ann 
Arbor, Mich.) has called upon class- 
room teacher Hagerstown report 
the project firsthand. The Center 
asked Miss Jean Moser, veteran 
teacher social studies the Ha- 
gerstown Schools, describe the 
project and its effects the work 
the classroom teacher. Following 
Miss Moser’s report. 


result the discussions, the mem- 
bers the workshop found that they were 
actually re-evaluating their ideas about 
education and the learning process. Tele- 
vision was viewed means end 
with the plans for the educational aspects 
the program taking first place. Televi- 
sion thus became vehicle for looking 
anew educational problems, procedures, 
methods, theories, and techniques. The 
learning process was analyzed detail and 
the various items involved were listed. 

This analysis led the idea organ- 
izing teaching team with the television 
teacher responsible for the items that tele- 
vision can best, and classroom teacher 
caring for those which seem better 
handled direct contact with pupils. 
These functions the classroom teacher 
were listed as:

Those functions best carried the 
television teacher were listed as: 

motivate and stimulate interest; 

inform; 
demonstrate; 
show application; 
enrich backgrounds; 
raise questions; 

provide common experiences; 

suggest activities; 

and challenge pupils assume 
more responsibility for their own learning. 

other words, the television teacher 
introduces and presents the new lesson 
while the classroom 
“clinches” the factual material, and makes 
the assignment. These steps are all in- 
tegral parts regular lesson plan. 

Outlines the general framework 
the lessons were developed for each in- 
structional area included the tele- 
vision program. Classroom and television 
teachers worked together 
guide materials used their joint 
handling the lessons.

Conducting the Lessons 

Now, may turn the actual classroom 
phase this experiment. are 
proud the fact that are the pioneers 
the use new technique for the im- 
provement education both here and 
around the world. 

Our history classes, part the 
experiment, vary size from 
students. great extent these are ar- 
ranged homogeneously is, there 
very narrow range between the pupils 
the low end the scale ability and 
the one the high point the scale 
that particular class. This fact contributes 
great deal toward the solving the 
problem individual differences. 

The instructional techniques and ma- 
terials used are aimed the average 
student and the classroom teacher tries 
the assignment special activities 
supplement the instruction each 
learning level. For better class manage- 
ment, have organized our classes into 
groups —there are four groups the 
pupil class. Each group seated before 
set and has chairman-recorder 
and engineer. These assistants were 
elected the pupils within 
group. The chairman-recorder handles vari- 
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ous clerical chores, records the attendance, 
distributes and collects materials, and con- 
ducts the affairs the group; the en- 
gineer adjusts the set before, during, 
and the end the lesson. 

accurate seating chart used 
great advantage both the chairman 
and the classroom teacher. the begin- 
ning the class period, during what 
term “the warm-up” period, the chairman 
checks the attendance while the classroom 
teacher conducts review discusion and 
introduces the study guide. 

have selected history texts which 
are written the reading level the 
classes which they are used and are 
organized around the unit plan being used 
the teachers. present, are 
assembling classroom libraries from which 
supplemental materials may used 
demand during the follow-up period. 


Things Have Learned 


have had the following observations 
instruction that:

Must Teach Listening 


the classroom are trying teach 
listening, observation, notetaking, discus- 
sion and study skills. have found 
most difficult counteract home-developed 
listening habits some pupils. The 
pupil who able sit easy chair, 
eat popcorn, read comic book, and 
listen family gossip and the program 
all the same time, needs great deal 
help. is, all outward appearances, 
listening observing the 
but when asked contribute the class 
completely unprepared. are hoping 
correct this pattern the part these 
pupils providing for each student 
daily study guide sheet followed 
while watching the lesson and 
filled with notes taken during the lesson. 

use this follow-up period clear 
immediate misunderstandings, provide 
remedial teaching, clinch the principal con- 
cepts developed the lesson techniques 
summarization and group discussion. 


Challenge the Teacher 

not believe that the classroom 
teacher has been replaced monitor 
—we are convinced that the classroom 
teacher part the team must better 
qualified, and more forceful teacher 
than was required the traditional setting. 
she must thoroughly grounded 
the subject field, child psychology, 
and teaching techniques. takes long 
not longer plan good lesson for 
the classroom part the period 
did under the usual pattern. 

Critics have suggested that dynamic, 
experienced classroom teacher might 
expected suffer frustration accepting 
co-operative partnership role rather than 
dominant one within classroom. 
believe that this possibility has been elimi- 
nated the previously described team 
concept. 

are experiment from day 
day improving both and classroom 
instructional techniques and methods 
classroom management. These class periods 
are planned stimulate the interest and 
thinking each pupil and emphasize 
consideration for the other pupils within 
the group. are convinced that using 
the teacher team, 
are providing better instruction the 
subject matter fields than provided 
the traditional methods. 

one must prepare his daily assignments, 
must reasonable amount supple- 
mentary reading, and must demonstrate 
achievement intellectual growth. 
interesting informative lesson under our 
pioneer project has the same pertinent 
characteristics had under the tra- 
ditional plan. Good teaching always 
good teaching enthusiastic, well pre- 
pared, and well-informed teacher team 
still the answer any educational problem.

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Information grouping the teaching 
reading sought very frequently 
teachers all types schools and edu- 
cational levels. For some reason other, 
the numerous scholarly articles and sound 
experimental studies the teaching 
reading not seem reach the majority 
elementary school teachers. Need 
surprised, then, why the wasteful pro- 
cedure having the entire class “recite 
reading lesson” from one basic textbook 
still vogue many our schools? 


Grouping First-Grade Pupils 


Schools with more than one first-grade 
room should place the mature beginners 
one room and the less mature the 
other. How shall know who mature 
and who not? the absence better 
criteria, chronological age expressed 
years, months, and days good any 
measure maturity the time school 
entrance. More often than not, chrono- 
logical age school beginners does indi- 
cate the degree mental, physical, social, 
and emotional maturity average children 
that age. For more accurate information 
children’s readiness for reading, stand- 
ardized tests are recommended. 

The scores group intelligence tests, 
such the Detroit Beginning Intelligence 
Test, the Kuhlmann Finch Test, the 
California Test Mental Maturity may 
used basis for sectioning beginners 
reading. course, teachers should 
know that very difficult get ac- 
curate results from intelligence tests 
very young children. you may have 
observed, the scores are too high many 
cases. But what that! High scores, 
after all, are indicative mental ability. 
Low scores, the other hand, may not 
reliable because many children are timid 
and socially and emotionally insecure 
the beginning their school career. Often- 
times, too, find parents objecting 
grouping children the basis intelli- 
gence tests. They disapprove the labeling 
their darlings the school mentally 
slow below average. 

Numerous studies have shown that first- 
grade group intelligence tests not tap all 
the factors contributing success read- 
ing. Reading readiness tests seem meas-

ure more adequately than intelligence tests 
the ability profit from reading instruction 
the near future. number well- 
standardized reading readiness tests are 
here recommended: the Betts Reading 
Readiness Test, the Van Wagenen Reading 
Readiness Test, the Metropolitain Readi- 
ness Test, the Gates Reading Readiness 
Test, and the Lee-Clark Reading Readiness 
Test. must remind our readers that 
readiness tests not forecast ultimate 
achievement reading; intelligence tests 
serve that purpose better than reading 
readiness tests. 

When interpreting test results, teachers 
must aware the fact that group 
tests are standardized groups and, there- 
fore, give group information mainly; they 
not furnish reliable information about 
individual children. They certainly fail 
point out causes lack success 
learning, personality factors, motivation, 
and influence extraneous circumstances. 
have profound respect for standardized 
tests; yet there seems substitute 
date for the conscious day-by-day ob- 
servance and study the child’s behavior 
learning situations the classroom 
teacher. Very quickly the first-grade teacher 
will recognize that some children succeed 
the first steps learning read and 
that others not. Presently she starts 
group her boys and girls according 
their degree reading readiness. 

interview this time with the child’s 
parents should prove very helpful. may 
reveal some very important information 
concerning the child’s development during 
infancy and early childhood. child 
was unusually late beginning talk, 
the teacher may expect similar slow 
growth the mastery reading skills. 


Grouping Second- Third-Grade 
Classes 


The grouping pupils grades two 
and three for the purpose instruction 


reading must based upon correct 
information about each pupil’s ability 
silent and oral reading and his mastery 
specific reading skills: phonetics, struc- 
tural analysis, context clues, correct eye 
movements, and others. This information 
may gained the study the child’s 
performance standardized reading tests, 
such the Metropolitan Stanford 
Reading Test, the Gates Survey Test 
Reading, the Gray Gilmore Oral Read- 
ing Test, and, last but not least, the 
teacher’s observation and study the 
child’s reading behavior. listening fre- 
quently each pupil reading aloud, and 
observing each child reads silently, 
alert teacher will able assemble 
sufficient information form three four 
reading groups. Second- 
teachers are then faced with the serious 
problems providing reading material 
suitable the achievement level and in- 
terests each group and learning the 
art planning and managing the con- 
current activities all groups. 

many elementary schools, slow-learn- 
ing children follow their bright classmates 
through the same basic reader but 
slower pace. have observed frequently 
the effects this procedure the lower 
groups: lack interest and “reciting 
heart” the stories they have heard over 
and over again from their more fortunate 
classmates. Teachers must use their inge- 
nuity prevent these undesirable results. 

Before leaving the discussion group- 
ing the primary grades, wish 
remind teachers that all.grouping only 
tentative. would suggest divide 
classes the beginning the year into 
two sections only: small upper group 
and large lower group. observing 
this practice, transfers from one group 
another will promotions and not frus- 
trating shifts lower groups. Many times 
parents and teachers are not aware the 
great unhappiness children who are 
placed from higher groups into lower 
groups. Regardless the flowery names

Grouping the Intermediate and 
Upper Grades 

Although the fundamental reading skills 
should mastered grades two and 
three, the intermediate and upper grades 
must share responsibility with the primary 
grades developing proper habits word 
recognition, comprehension, 
ciation. 

Our experience with clinical reading in- 
clines believe that grade four indeed 
the golden age for mastering skills 
attacking words and for perfecting reading 
habits. the time children reach grade 
three four, alarming problem bothers 
many teachers reading—that the 
ever widening differences reading effi- 


ciency among their pupils. This phenome- 
non healthy one; for increase 
achievement span, especially the direc- 
tion higher scores may indicate the 
meeting teachers the educational 
needs gifted children. 

Here present figures showing the 
increase variability reading achieve- 
ment from grade one through grade seven. 
The data are derived from survey 
reading achievement conducted the 
writer parochial elementary school 
some years ago. used the Gates Survey 
Test Reading. Note the great range 
achievement grades four, five, six, and 
seven.

very interesting conclusion may 
drawn from the study the reading vari- 
ability children throughout 
system. Every teacher not teacher 
given grade, but teacher many grades; 
e.g., teacher fourth-grade reading 
teacher reading for grades three 
through eleven. is, therefore, nonsense 
talk about levels achievement that 
should reached all the children with- 
any given grade. Children not grow 
and develop like norms standard tests. 
Parents and teachers would certainly not 
expect children gain the same number 
pounds grow the same number 
inches each year. Yet, there are teachers 
the elementary school who insist that 
all children brought their grade 
each year. cannot done. 

have heard from teachers many 
times that they have access standard- 
ized-reading general-achievement tests 
and therefore cannot group their children 
correctly. teachers handicapped, 
would point out that reliable, 
haps the quickest, way for teacher 
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group her children for reading instruction 
hear them read orally. Three 
more reading books from the same graded 
series may selected test the class: 
one for the grade she engaged teach, 
one two for the next lower, and one 
two for the next higher grades. The 
pupils may then assigned tentatively 
one three groups: superior, average, 
and slow readers, according the efficiency 
with which they read and seem com- 
prehend the material read. 


Educational Advantages 
Group Teaching 


prudently organized and well managed, 
group teaching reading produces much 
good. brings together teacher and pupils; 
they learn understand one another. The 
teacher learns better than she otherwise 
could the needs and interests each child. 
there good rapport between teacher 
and pupils, grouping gives all members 
the class feeling security and satis- 
faction. They can progress according 
their pattern growth, and the constant 
superior achievement gifted classmates 
does not discourage slow learners. The 
grouping plan develops children assist 
others and become leaders their 
team. 


Group Reading Interspersed With 
Free Reading Periods 


Group-reading activities day after day 
may become monotonous. prevent this 
undesirable effect, the whole class should 
brought together occasionally for free 
reading periods. Some teachers arrange for 
daily free reading period; others devote 
weekly fifty-minute period free read- 
ing activities. sine qua non for the suc- 
cess such period class library 
with selection least fifty books 
and other reading material ranging 
difficulty from primer level and pre- 
senting variety children’s interests. 
the teacher’s responsibility provide 
each child with reading material suitable 
his achievement level interests. 
Upon the completion book, pupil 
tested the content and aided the 
selection another volume. 

The free reading period gives excellent 
opportunity teachers study the read- 
ing behavior pupils. Individual children 
are called the teacher’s desk for oral 
reading. Many teachers administer this 
time the Gray Oral Reading Test the 
Gilmore Oral Reading Test. Whether such 
test administered entire class 
selected pupils within class, valu- 
able information can obtained from 
careful analysis each pupil’s perform- 
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ance. Such information will reveal pupil 
and class strengths and weaknesses and 
suggest the teacher the kinds read- 
ing experiences which should provided. 
Part the free reading period should 
devoted carefully prepared audience 
reading. Teachers familiar with the free 
reading period are enthusiastic about the 
results achieved. They report the dynamic 
interest reading and the steady growth 
reading skills their pupils who 
proudly feel that “they are their own 
reading.” 

The writer has often felt that she would 
like teach reading, especially grades 
six, seven, and eight, providing children 
with wide variety reading material, 
permitting each pupil select book 
suitable his interests and ability, and 
then letting the children sit back and read. 
This procedure would free teacher 
circulate among the group, giving indi- 
vidual help needed. 

Reading instruction the upper grades 
must aim perfect the basic reading 
abilities attained the lower grades. 


addition, meaningful vocabulary must 
developed specific subjects, such 
arithmetic. geography, history, current 
events, and science. The importance 
teaching the technical terms, skills, and 
problems peculiar each subject the 
elementary curriculum, especially slow 
readers, cannot overemphasized. 


Planning for Group Instruction 

Classroom organization for the teaching 
each reading group presents difficult 
problem many teachers. The work must 
planned carefully and 
amount time allotted for each group 
assure that learning will while 
pupils work independently with pupil 
teacher. Albert Harris, How In- 
crease Reading Ability, lists series ex- 
cellent illustrative group plans. Here 
reproduce weekly three-group plan for 
the teaching reading grade four.

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Definitions and Educational 
Terminology 


Latin Grammar 

The secondary school for boys which 
the colonists brought with them dominated 
American education during the colonial 
period and well into the national period. 
was classical secondary school empha- 
sizing Latin and Greek with some geog- 
raphy, arithmetic, and rhetoric. Its main 
purpose was college preparatory and 
charged tuition. 


English High School 

The English High School for boys was 
established Boston 1821 result 
report the School Committee 
“the question establishing seminary 
which would furnish the young men who 
are not intended for collegiate course 
studies, and who have enjoyed the 
usual advantages the public schools, 
with the means completing good 
English education and fitting themselves 
for all the departments commercial life.” 

was originally called the English 
Classical High School; the 
changed 1824 the English High 
School; the original name was restored 
1832; and the permanent name the Eng- 
lish High School was determined 1833. 

This was the first American use the 
term high school for secondary school. 
Latin and Greek were omitted from the 
curriculum. The curriculum put great em- 
phasis English and included, addition, 
algebra, geometry, plane trigonometry, sur- 
veying, navigation, ancient and modern his- 
tory, declamation, logic, natural philosophy 
astronomy, logic, and moral 
and political philosophy. 


Junior High School 

junior high school institution 
secondary education which, under its 
own organization, gives instruction the 
level the seventh, eighth, and ninth 
grades, usually teachers who specialize 
the various subjects depart- 
mentalized), and containing enriched 
curriculum. 


Junior College 

The term junior college generally means 
educational institution which requires 
its regular students graduation from 
accredited approved high school, 
passage satisfactory entrance examina- 
tion, and offers program two years 
college work, may offer other work, 
presumably college grade, terminal 
character.

There are several variations this main 
type which offer, addition the two 
college years: (1) two years high school 
work; (2) one year high school work; 
(3) one additional year college work. 
the last named case, the institution 
usually moving the full status the 
four-year college. 


Community Colleges 

Community colleges, described the 
report the President’s Commission 
Higher Education, are junior colleges, 
mainly local regional scope, locally 
controlled, locally supported with aid from 
state funds offering educational services 
the whole community, including the junior 
college courses, many broadly based ter- 
minal courses semiprofessional vo- 
cational character, and wide range 
adult educational services attempting 
meet the total post-high school needs 
its community. While most these insti- 
tutions will under public auspices, they 
may either publicly privately sup- 
ported and controlled. 


Community Center School 

The term “Community Center School” 
gained great popularity beginning about the 
1920’s when Edward Ward, first from 
the University Wisconsin Extention Di- 
vision and later from the United States 
Office Education. was carrying the 
propaganda. Today the term used most 
frequently with reference rural districts, 
though larger cities such schools are 
usually neighborhood schools which are the 
center the social and civic activities 
the neighborhood. this use the neighbor- 
hood small community. 

Community Center School may 
defined from two standpoints: where the 
school the more active element, where 
the community is. the latter case the 
community center school the place where 
the people the community for their 
common recreational, social, and cultural 
activities. Where the school administration 
the active agent, the effort the 
part the school people provide 
service the schoolhouse for all the people 
the community, whether school age

arrangement training factory workers, 
including beginners, specific jobs. was 
also called threshold school.” 


Admission Certificate 


Students are admitted colleges and 
universities certificate the basis 
examinations.

Trophies, schedules, topics for extem- 
pore and impromptu speeches, and related 
details must prearranged. Rooms avail- 
able for the various events must lined 
and bulletin boards prepared for posting 
schedules and results. Displays may set 
desired. Student help for tabulating 
scores and acting guides must re- 
cruited. Minor items depending local 
circumstances and individual 
present themselves. 

the date the Marian Speech 
Festival approaches, the hours prepara- 
tion mount fattening two-digit figure 
and the checklist preparatory details 
stretch beyond single column. One might 
tempted think himself foolish 
devoid any prudence whatever for un- 
dertaking such affair. But this day for 
Mary demands more preparation than 
any other speech tournament. Because 
labor love, the Marian Speech 
Festival brings holy satisfaction the 
day’s end when your twofold objective 
stands realized. fact the effects that 
day can bear lasting and even eternal con- 


sequences with the blessing God’s grace. 
Any amount preliminary perspiration 
well given, for this richly rewarding 
experience.

Developing Scientific Readiness 

The world scientific. Its inhabitants 
must scientific.

This 
grounding primarily process be- 
coming acquainted with. working with, and 
understanding much science any kind 
possible. Some retention will occur. The 
major part can come later. 


the amount scientific knowledge 
which pupil has used the course 
experiment measured and the evidence 
understanding through the organization 
the summation paper closely studied, the 
teaching value chemistry sets can thus 
one important way determined. 
suggest that the following scale used 
grading such papers: Information 25, Or- 
ganization 30, Understanding 35, Me- 
chanics 10. 

Mechanics refers merely neatness and 
the use grammar, punctuation, and 
capitalization. can apply presentation, 
the report oral nature. 

Concern may expressed that pupils 
may not grasp the general nature this 
system. have seen frowns young faces 
but the idea presented that the teacher 
must call them sees them, and can 
call them close wishes, the idea 
will get across. 

The idea weighting will easy for 
pupils grasp the idea 100-point 
scale followed. The weighting can 
adjusted from the arrangement here pre- 
sented but the underlying idea concern 
for information, organization, and under- 
standing should followed.

Providence and the Nations 

have made progress the teaching 
the social studies with the result that 
our pupils are more aware God’s prov- 
idential ruling; recognizing that natural 
resources are sprinkled over the face 
this globe that can share God’s gifts 
with each other becomes children the 
same heavenly Father. have taught 
our pupils that these facts were recognized 
the Middle Ages and have found expres- 
sion more modern times international 
trade unions and international commerce 
flanked international laws. Yet, 
have not stressed one important aspect 
which lies embedded the Declaration 
Indevendence.

These words have 
been the loadstar our American prin- 
ciples and whether foreign 
domestic. Americans recognize the 
right the individual work out his 
destiny but also that other nations. 
Divine Providence, each nation exists for 
purpose which leads supernatural re- 
sults, its destiny. few examples from 
history will illustrate this statement.

and Composition 


One the biggest problems facing the 
high school teacher English today 
that selling the subject her students. 
helping them realize its cash value 
terms greater rate productivity for 
themselves when they step out into the 
business world continue into college. 

The problem all face that 
breaking down the age-old barrier (which, 
perhaps, ourselves may have had 
hand building), set against the sub- 
ject high school students masse from 
over the years. Too many our young 
people have built resistance the 
subject that tends make their attitude 
receptivity almost nil.

Social and business conventions our day 
demand that young people should well 
trained the language they are required 
use for lifetime. From psychological

gargantuan task breaking down biased 
attitudes that have been nourished over 
long periods time. different periods 
one’s life estimates value will differ, 
and new experiences can cause any 
substitute new values for old ones. Our 
students must become personally convinced 
the value the subject are teach- 
ing, and must exert every effort 
try establish this conviction. The satis- 
faction they will derive from actual accom- 
plishment will, itself, incentive 
greater effort their part.

Unfortunately 
assigned straight English program. 

own experience some twenty 
years the classroom have found that 
variation methods likely pay the 
biggest dividends. The teaching gram- 
mar from the linguistic viewpoint has 
added element interest for both stu- 
dents and teacher that gives the subject 
new flavor, and removes from much 
the odium that has long been part 
it. this method the student given 
formulas change into sentences. Such 
given the code and then arrange the 
sentences the exact order the formula. 
presumes, course, that students 
know their parts speech, and enables 
them understand English better and 
use more effectively. The staggering 
complexity the language does not lessen 
the fact that has structure, and through 
such method students are helped 
better and more thorough knowledge and 
appreciation it. The method mentioned 
above explained fully Paul Roberts’ 
Patterns English. have made here but 
bare reference it. 

This only one many ideas that 
could used stimulate interest the 
subject, but fully convinced that 
until succeed striking the roots 
the problem and obtain the conviction for 
which are striving, that cannot hope 
overcome the barrier that now exists. 

Certainly would the last say 
that there any panacea for the problem 
hand, rather must each teacher herself 
find ways and means take the sting 
out the subject grammar further- 
ing methods that will prove chal- 
lenging, interesting, and the same time 
instructive. have get away from the 
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heterogeneous massing factual material 
that hope will lead mastering 
essentials and devise some method that will 
make for ordered presentation those 
things which must taught. 

self-evident that freshmen high 
school students must alerted the 
functional value their English course holds 
for them its relation every other sub- 
ject they will take. must teach them 
that business courses they may later wish 
study will little value they are 
unable handle the essentials punctua- 


tion, capitalization, paragraphing, etc. Their 
efforts write creditable compositions 
history, science, and other subjects will 
lead nothing but low marks and frustra- 
tion they are not willing learn the 
rules that govern the writing composi- 
tions. The difficulty learning foreign 
language would great part eradicated 
students knew first and foremost their 
own language, which sad say, the most 
foreign all them. might con- 
tinue through every course the cur- 
riculum.

The Third Plenary Council Baltimore (1884) 

The Third Plenary Baltimore Council 1884, during period 
rapid secularization the public school, determined Catholic 
policy the United States: that there should parochial 
school each parish, not inferior the secular subjects the 
public schools.

The 
American Bishops answered it, too, the Pastoral 1955:

The danger lies the fact that despite the Oregon decision, 
the Supreme Court using the same kind sociological 
data from the same kind educational “authorities” might easily 
arrive decision inimical the parochial schools absurd 
such decision might be.

The dangers are that business aspects 
may neglected because the superficial bothersome business 
details, not being the main responsibility, because lack 
preparedness for the responsibility. Theological seminaries must 
realize the part the financial side the parish plays the effec- 
tiveness the pastor’s work, but must always subordinate 
aspect.

Generally speaking, matters functional 
detail should strictly the concern the 
functional principal.

The 
administrator who attempts administer 
matters human relationships fiat 
through shifting the matter the 
pastor breeds frustration and promotes 
disunity. 

Efficient administration depends greatly 
training, experience, and educational 
“know-how.” general, pastors are not 
trained administer the internal affairs 
the parish school. That work has been 
and should delegated the principal 
who usually equipped academically and 
experience carry the torch leader- 
ship.

For, understand 
Catholic education must know the re- 
lationship the curriculum, course 
study, the academic requirements 
good school, and have understanding 
the nature and meaning the school’s 
objectives.

Like- 
wise, the janitorial and custodial services 
too, provide living wage for those 
who function outside the classroom 
for those who are engaged lay teachers.

The average Puerto Rican suffers from 
number bodily ailments, such undernourishment and anemia, 
which make him particularly susceptible other diseases. Often 
his body harbors parasites that drain his energy and good 
health. Consequently, the clinic the Casa well attended. 
Instruction maternity care and the children’s clinic have proved 
most popular. 


Casa Clinic for Problems 

Numerous and varied problems are brought the Casa for 
solution, the Puerto Rican migrant finds himself new, 
bewildering environment. Although American citizen, 
usually unfamiliar with the English language. employment 
interviews, constantly frustrated trying explain himself 
persons who not speak Spanish. But the Casa, can 
talk Spanish the Sister the Doctor, transfering his prob- 
lems their competent shoulders.

When migrant comes Philadelphia, usually moves 
with relative friend from his home town. But soon finds 
that one two rooms are unbearably crowded for many adults 
and children. When tries rent room two nearby for 
his family, finds that apartments are expensive; landlords are 
demanding; there furniture and beds; all his small 
pay must for food. Once again visits the Casa and talks 
the Sister. Somehow she finds furniture for him, some warm 
clothing for the children, and some extra food. does not 
know where she obtains these articles; simply knows that the 
Sister kind. 

course, the Sister asks many questions and writes the an- 
swers card. She sure ask whether goes Mass and 
the sacraments, the children attend Catholic school, whether 
was married the Church, and the children have been 
baptized. Then she sends him one several churches the 
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volunteer gives English lesson adults.

Since 1954 the Archdiocese has sent two newly ordained priests 
Puerto Rico for year learn the language, the customs and 
background the Puerto Ricans whom they will serve their 
return. While the island, the young priests work hard helping 
the already overburdened priests the diocese San Juan. 
where 196 priests attempt minister the spiriutal needs 
million people. During their stay, the priests hear hundreds 
confessions Saturday; they say three Masses Sunday; 
and during the week they visit the campo, the country districts. 
They come love the natural beauty the island and feel 
real affection for the people who are friendly and simpatico, 
and above all, cheerful under grinding burden poverty 
and ignorance that would swamp many another person. They 
realize, too, the instinctive faith people who, through 
fault the hard-working priests, know little about their faith. 

Within the past four years, eight young priests have been 
assigned Philadelphia parishes where there large con- 
centration Puerto Ricans. Their number has been augmented 
three other Spanish-speaking priests. Together they care for 
Puerto Rican population estimated between 15,000 and 
the city. Some 1100 Puerto Rican children attend the Philadel- 
phia parochial schools. Many Spanish-speaking Sisters have been 
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recruited educate these children, most whom not under- 
stand English their entrance into the schools. Two bilingual lay 
teachers instruct the children daily English. 


Volunteer Staff 


Many volunteers staff the Casa. Men and women, college stu- 
dents, high school boys and girls volunteer their time and talents. 
During the summer vacation, five six seminarians help out. 
These volunteers have made possible classes English and 
Spanish, cooking and sewing, arts and crafts, library, 
sports, and many outings throughout the year. 

One seminarian, Vincent Walsh St. Charles Seminary, Over- 
brook, Pa., spent the hot summer days, tirelessly walking the 
streets, taking spiritual census the Puerto Ricans. Ques- 
tioning them kindly fashion, has brought many stray 
sheep back into the fold and enrolled many children the 
Catholic schools. During the summer 1956, 
several his classmates helping with this census. 


Initiates Radio Program 


Anyone who has ever visited Puerto Rico will recall the sound 
the radio played with abandon and force all day and most 
the night. The average Puerto Rican loves the radio, and too 
poor become television addict. Realizing this fact, the Arch- 
bishop ordered weekly radio program, the Spanish Catholic 
Hour, begun April, 1956. Directed Father Hickey, the 
program’s main purpose give instruction the Catholic 
faith.

language, going week after week; but many Spanish-speaking peo- 
ple, priests, laymen, college and high school students have vol- 
unteered their help.

St. John the Baptist Patron

Soon these 
emigrants will absorbed and become indistinguishable from 
other Americans. When that time comes, the Casa del Carmen 
and like institutions will unnecessary. But the meantime, 
the charity Christ urges on.

Rating and Teaching Puerto Rican Students 


HOW can Puerto Rican children and 
other non-English speaking 
dren taught English and other subjects 
and helped adjust our social and 
cultural environment? recent study 
10,000 Puerto Rican children enrolled 
York City board education determined 
some the answers these questions. 

The published the board re- 
ports that between October, 1949, and 
October, 1955, the number Puerto Rican 
children enrolled New 
schools increased from 40,000 more than 
100,000. Because this rapid increase, 
the board set out determine (1) the 
more effective ways and materials for 
teaching English second language 
newly arrived Puerto Rican pupils, and 
(2) the more effective techinques which 
school can use promoting rapid and 
effective adjustment Puerto Rican par- 
ents and children the community and 
the community them. The findings 
the study follow: 

The average island-born pupil who has

the encouraging side, some Puerto 
Rican children assigned regular classes 
during their first year New York held 
their own with the ablest per cent 
their mainland classmates. With each suc- 
ceeding year, the average Puerto Rican 
child moves closer all respects the 
socia! and educational norms achieved 
his classmates. The change particularly 
apparent second generation children.

Classify Language Ability 

daily all grades Puerto Rican schools. 
important that the mainland school 
obtain fair assessment the English 
language ability its transfer pupils. The 
school must measure the present knowledge 
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and potential ability learn English. 
the child enters into the regular stream 
the school’s work, essential that 
the school measure occasionally his progress 


learning and using English. Through 
testing, the school can measure both the 
individual’s progress and the effectiveness 
the school’s curriculum. 

October 31, 1956, the New York 
school census reported there were 113,900 
Puerto Rican pupils and 27,700 pupils 
foreign birth enrolled the city’s public 
schools, more than per cent the 
total enrollment. School authorities rated 
these pupils their ability speak 
English. (See rating scale right.) 

general, standardized and accepted 
intelligence and ability tests are not usable, 
because they are prepared language and 
cultural background for testing English- 
speaking children.

The USE, Understanding Spoken Eng- 
lish, test was developed.

English Teaching Methods 

The study also considered the methods 
teaching English non-English speaking 
children.

There should daily period 
for teaching English showing interrelation- 
ships vocabulary, structure, and ex- 
perience learning English. The group 
concluded: 

Until child gains some understand- 
ing and skill oral English, the aural- 
oral approach essential. soon 
pupils gain some competence 
standing and speaking English, the teacher 
should begin develop English reading 
and writing skills. 

Non-English speaking children readily 
learn English from their peers. The content 
and method instruction should organ- 
ized that learning promoted through 
association with other children. 

Whatever done for the non-English- 
speaking child should done pro- 
motes the growth learning all the 
children the class. 

Best learning will achieved through 
daily, purposeful, systematic instruction 
the development vocabulary, the feeling 
for language patterns, sensitivity tonal 
qualities speech stimulating, ex- 
periential, social setting. 

creative teacher working within 
set content and method should en- 
couraged seek new and better ways 
teaching whatever needs taught. 

not essential successful teaching 
English Spanish-speaking children. 


Teaching Tools 


Resource units and language guides were 
developed teaching tools suitable for one 
student class language learners. 
Language arts and social studies were par- 
ticularly stressed. The units were tied 
with regular curriculum studies 
they provide enrichment for English-speak- 
ing pupils and orientation for migrant 
students. Materials were organized accord- 
ing age and grade levels, and vocabu- 
lary list was included. Content begins with 
simple things pupil needs know about 
the classroom, the school, and the neighbor- 
hood. Gradually, expanded include 
all the work the class and under- 
standing the entire community. 


The time needed students assimi- 
late this material varies with the individual. 
Many need one two terms. Some need 
speech correction special help reading 
and writing. Until the child can take his 
place regular classroom, classified 
transitional. Units were prepared for 
both the orientation (aural-oral) and tran- 
sitional groups. 


Special Help for Secondary Pupils 

English language skills are acutely needed 
secondary school pupils. The study 
developed unit science that was used 
pilot plan for teaching other subjects. 
Lessons were based the 
periences both Puerto Rico and New 
York City and their interests stemming 
from these experiences. all these special 
units, great deal latitude allowed 
for the teacher’s creativity presenting 
the content. 

Guidance programs are especially needed 
assist the many Puerto Rican youths 
who enter our schools between the ages 
and years. They need help both 
schoolwork and preparing for the 
working world.

with all migrants, they are faced with 
language barrier and adjustment 
new culture. 


Securing Parental Co-operation 

Working with parents one the best 
ways school can help child adjust 
his classmates and new environment. Par- 
ents should informed the school’s 
purpose; the school should know the fam- 
ily background, that together they can 
help the child adjust and progress. 

However, certain difficulties arise con- 
tacting the non-English speaking parents. 
Many mothers work during the day. One 
most effective plan has been hold 
week-long open house. Sometimes parents 
can asked help the school various 
ways: participating sewing projects, 
helping with clerical, reception and trans- 
lation duties, acting escorts school 
trips, etc. Some schools have formed dis- 
cussion groups consider specific prob- 
lems affecting the children. 
small group meetings were more successful 
than large meetings. Puerto Rican parents 
are interested problems relating the 
child’s life school admission, behav- 
ior, health, school lunch, 
All seem enjoy watching their children 
perform school assemblies and eve- 
ning meetings. 


Adult Education 
Finally, course, the school must piay

All effective administrators 
perform these management functions, re- 
gardless the kind organization they 
direct. 

Planning consists formulating objec- 
tives and determining the means, methods, 
and techniques which the objectives 
may accomplished. Organizing consists 
securing suitable personnel and capital 
accomplish the goals established through 
planning. Organization further implies the 
establishment effective structure 
relationship between personnel employed 
the enterprise that their activities 
may measured. But planning and organ- 
izing alone are not sufficient: effective 
management can achieved only through 
adequate systems control evaluation. 
Controlling looks the manner which 
plans have been executed 
means for measuring the degree effec- 
tive fulfillment the plans. 

These functions, then, represent the basic 
elements business management: special 
type activity within enterprise con- 
sisting planning, organizing, and con- 
trolling the functioning personnel and 
capital that the objectives the enter- 
prise may achieved. 


Universal Application 
The principles management may 


universally applied every business as- 
sociation. The principles remain identical, 
whether applied large manufacturing 
firm, small entrepreneur, the 
nonprofit activities educational, chari- 
table, and social-welfare agencies. every 
case, the administrator must perform the 
same functions. Essentially man- 
ager; his role plan, organize, 
and control the personnel and capital 
the enterprise that its objectives may 
achieved. These are the very functions 
performed the bishop his diocese, 
the busy pastor, the superior 
religious community, the administrators 
any the thousands grade and high 
schools, colleges and seminaries, hospitals, 
orphanages, and other Catholic institutions 
throughout the country. 

What these management principles 
mean the priest, Brother, Sister, lay 
administrator Catholic institutions? 


The Test Good Manager 


Good business management aims 
achieving goals through the efforts 
others. Limitations personnel and capital 
may force administrator alter plans 
and adjust the organization framework. 
However, these limitations should not force 
administrator satisfied with less 
than the best planning. Neither should 
administrators become victims limited 
managerial viewpoints that tend sacrifice 
objectives under the guise economy. The 
real challenge facing administrators 
achieving the objectives the organiza- 
tion more effective and efficient use 
existing personnel and capital. Herein lies

the test manager. The challenge 
evident business and industry, and 
parish, school, institutional management. 

The function business management 
facilitate, not dominate. Business man- 
agement must subordinate the pur- 
pose the institution serves. Good 
management will keep its objectives fore- 
most the minds all participants 
the enterprise. 

For example, the pastor must always 
ask business transactions, “How will 
this expenditure help and assistants 
render greater service help the parish- 
ioners achieve improved spiritual life?” 
The school principal must weigh manage- 
ment the light the school’s responsi- 
bility train and equip children for their 
role citizens two worlds: the here and 
the hereafter. Administrators orphan- 
ages, hospitals, and other welfare institu- 
tions must evaluate their pattern man- 
agement the light improved means 
achieving their ideal service Christ 
through “the least these, brethren.” 

The validity this principle demon- 
strated particularly the area educa- 
tional administration. The Committee 
Professionalism the Association 
School Business Officials submitted this 
important statement part their pro- 
management:

There need for further and in- 
creased emphasis the education ad- 
ministrators their duties, responsibilities, 
and training the proper selection 
personnel and those management tools 
which can major assistance them 
achieving their objectives.

ATHLETIC CARDS FOR ADULTS 


Booster clubs and athletic leagues Cath- 
olic schools may find worth while adopt 
plan issuing athletic cards adults. The 
plan, used successfully seven senior high 
schools Cincinnati, Ohio, promotes attend- 
ance and interest athletics, and provides 
extra funds, well. 

School athletic officials and parent-teacher 
groups worked out the plan used Cincinnati 
schools. For adult may buy athletic 
identification card that entitles him buy 
tickets all the league’s football and 
basketball games during the year reduced 
rate. For example, the rate night football 
game cents, instead the usual $1.25. 
The card may used times for football 
games and basketball games. Profits from 
the sale cards are distributed among the 
co-operating schools. Parent-teacher groups 
have helped sell, promote, and distribute the 
cards Cincinnati. 


ROLLER SKATING THE GYM 


frowned upon some coaches, custodians, 
and school officials “ruinous” the floor, 
fast becoming not only acceptable phys- 
ical education activity, but profitable means 
raising money and promoting good will. 
With good hardwood floor, roller skating 
appears most practical recreation. 

Last spring, the American Association 
Health, Physical Education and Recreation 
surveyed schools cities 50,000 100,000 
population. was the “surprise finding” 
the association that one out every four 
schools reported roller skating new phys- 
ical education activity. 

The public response roller skating has 
been enthusiastic smaller towns, such

TWO FUND-RAISING IDEAS 


Marinette, Wis., with population approxi- 
mately 15,000. Here Our Lady Lourdes high 
school opened its new gymnasium roller 
skating April, 1955. During the first year, 
school authorities estimated that 40,000 skaters 
all ages, from “two 70,” used the floor 
for total million turns around the 
gym. The public has described roller skating 
“the best thing that has hit the Marinette- 
Menominee area many years.” The parochial 
gymnasium made available citizens 
the twin cities, well parishioners and 
private parties. 

But what about the gymnasium floor? The 
Wells Lumber Co., Menominee, Mich., 
who laid the floor the Marinette school, 
does not recommend roller skating gyms 
where soft finish floor coverings are used. 
However, the firm states that roller skating 
presents problems gymnasiums “con- 
structed according normally accepted prac- 
tice,” with hardwood floor. The Our 
Lady Lourdes gym has strip flooring 
northern maple. This floor was recommended 
the firm because its resilience. 
also more densely grained and harder wood 
than southern species maple, according 
the company. 

Because the unusually heavy traffic, extra 
floor maintenance needed. Our Lady 
Lourdes high school the floor refinished 
the average once month and buffed before 
each skating session and basketball game. 
However, the cost extra maintenance 
problem with the heavy income received. Ac- 
cording the Wells company, “the floor 
helping pay for the gym.” The school has 
reported income ranging from $200 
$450 week. During the first year opera- 
tion, $13,000 was netted, “more than enough 
cover expense operation and pay for the 
floor several times.”

DIOCESAN statutes usually provide 
that priest the diocese permitted 
build new church, school, convent, parish 
house, other ecclesiastical building, 
put additions old buildings, change 
decorate them notably, without previous 
permission from the Bishop. some 
dioceses, priest may not spend more than 
$300 (in other dioceses, $100), except for 
ordinary expenses, without the permission 
the Bishop. 

usually provided, too, that permis- 
sion will not granted for new construc- 
tion for notable alterations unless plans 
for the building, together with the prob- 
able estimate its costs, have been ap- 
proved the Bishop commission 
deputed him for this purpose. 

Frequently, too, there 
against taking any obligation, even with 
architect, without consulting the Bishop.

What Alienation? 

The following Canons concern alienation 
property which Bouscaren and Ellis 
have defined follows: 

“In the strict sense alienation means 
any act which the direct ownership 
the case gift, sale, exchange. 
wider sense, includes any lawful act 
which the use usufruct property, 
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some claim upon it, given an- 
other, though naked ownership retained. 
Under this head would come rentals, leases, 
mortgages, and the like. the canons 
which follow, alienation under- 
stood this wide sense and may de- 
fined any lawful act whereby the owner- 
ship church property transferred 
another, exposed the danger loss, 
withdrawn from the direct possession 
the Church for considerable length 
time, general, any contract which 
church property placed less favor- 
able condition reason burdens

Canon 1532 indicates who the lawful 
superior without whose permission aliena- 
tions are invalid (according Canon 1530, 
par.

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@ALL SOCIAL organizations, whether 
family, government, school, athletic 
club, even supermarket, are effective 
only they have correct knowledge 
the facts their situation, and they 
adopt policy accordance with both 
the facts and their major exceptions. The 
Catholic parish exception, for all its 
obvious supernatural interest and depend- 
ence divine grace. For the most part, 
divine dispensation, the Catholic parish 
uses human personnel and human means 
effect the reception the sacraments and 
the formation Christian characters. The 
parish operates one many widely 
differing social milieux, serving people who 
are different backgrounds, capabilities, 
interests, and temperaments. 

Like other social organizations po- 
litical, economic, domestic, educational 
origins, the religious social organization 
can studied scientifically. Sociology, the 
science that studies social organizations, 
seeks knowledge accurate possible 
the various social groups. asks about 
origins and objectives, the activities, meth- 
ods and memberships, the sources 
strength and weakness, the degree con- 
formity between policy, proficiency, and 
purposes. Depending upon the type 
group studied, there are subbranches such 
political, economic, and educational so- 
ciology, etc. Thus, part religious 
sociology parish sociology the applica- 
tion sociological principles and methods 
parish. 

Although the foregoing might seem 
rather elemental (as indeed is) such 
explanation quite necessary for the 
many who know little about sociology and 
little about the social aspect parish life 
and development. Recently campus 
dinner, elderly and respected colleague 
praised the work the parish being done 
Fordham University sociological re- 
search team.

the other hand, Maurice Cardinal 
Feltin Paris wrote very clearly the 
author study French vocations: 
“But above all you have proved, with 
multitude facts support it, that the 
number vocations (to the priesthood) 
depends directly the sociological mi- 
lieu.” Pope Pius XII has often, and most 
pointedly emphasized the value and need 
scientific collation and interpretation 
pastoral data, particularly his address 
pastors and lenten preachers Rome 
two years ago. Having demanded that the 
facts religious practice diligently and 
accurately learned, His Holiness continues: 
“It necessary study the meaning (of 
these data) order understand the 
causes some lapses from returns (to 
religious observance). Merely discover 
evil not enough for the diagnosis, 
without which one cannot speak right 
prognosis, and even less adequate 
treatment.” 

His Holiness has expressed only one 
the needs for studying the meaning 
parish data. Parish sociology can serve 
many specific purposes. Many parishes lack 
adequate census files. Even those parishes 
with files are almost without ex- 
ception, use them for any purpose 
other than checking particular fact 
information about particular person 
particular time. One priest, whose parish 
laudably took annual census, showed 
census file closet, remarking: 
lies closet full potentially valuable and 
costly information, unused and practically 
unusable.” His 4000 family census cards, 
acquired annually, were unusable and un-

maneuverable for any parish-wide analysis, 
despite their neat alphabetical order. 
could not possibly have done less than 
full half-day uninterrupted work 
what the curate northern parish did 
minutes. (See Case No. I.) 

Not only does the parish sociologist want 
complete collection data, but wants 
available research cards that 
can analyze without having rebuild 
file every time used. What does 
want analyze? There are almost un- 
limited possibilities. Usually, pastor 
interested correlations. That is, 
not interested merely the fact that 250 
parishioners are active parish societies; 
that there are 100 invalid marriages, 
750 elderly single (widowed, divorced. 
separated) women his parish. wants 
know what other characteristics are 
common these statistical categories, 
may know them class and prepare 
policy for them class. 

enumerate and explain these possi- 
bilities further would take far beyond 
the limits this article. However, there 
will subsequent articles the census, 
parish societies, and the lay apostolate 
action. 


Parish Sociology Necessary? 


Just how necessary sociological study 
the parish our day? Quite independ- 
ent situations which call for remedial 
policy, the use sociological techniques 
could vast help maintaining and 
increasing parish effectiveness. Like the 
Church which miniature copy, the 
parish lives in.a constantly changing world. 
its work effectively, must adapt 
itself those changes. Reflect, for ex- 
ample, the nationwide migration 
suburbia which requires the establishment 
thousands new parish plants. 
consider the swelling rise Catholics, 
both socio-economically and educationally. 
the principle Quidquid recipitur, secon- 
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dum modum recipientis recipitur true 
(as must be), then any change the 
persons whom the parish ministers and 
communicates its divine message must 
considered planning that ministration 
and communication. 

Parish sociology valuable, too, merely 
from the viewpoint knowledge. in- 
telligent citizen who wants understand 
the structure and functioning his gov- 
ernment studies civics, political science 
political sociology. So, too, intelligent 
parishioners should want understand and 
study their parish. 

But this more than question su- 
pererogatory knowledge hobbylike 
indulging parish study. The politician 
who sees whole areas the electorate 
deserting the rival party falling into 
apathy doesn’t view political survey 
luxury: has become life-and-death, 
bread-and-butter necessity. The same 
true church attendance. 

Catholic France, minimal religious 
practice varies from about per cent 
the cities, little more than per 
cent the rural areas. Catholic Belgium 
boasts about per cent minimal practice: 
per cent the Flemish north, per 
cent the Waloon south, and per cent 
Brussels and its environs. Western Ger- 
many reports slightly below per 
Germany 
fallen per cent. With few exceptions, 
major European urban areas can claim 
minimal religious practice ratio varying

another per cent attended irregularly, 
the other per cent not all.

These Case Histories Demonstrate the Value Parish Research

parish, St. Paphnutius’ church had 
energetically sponsored Saturday 
night schoolyard dances 
parishioners during the past few 
summers.

Father study 
white Catholics Florida showed per 
cent regular attendance and per cent 
irregular practice. 

suburban parish known intimately 
the author, Sunday Mass attendance 
hovers around the per cent ratio. 
another urban parish study made, par- 
ishioners who responded census queries 
were found per cent practicing 
regularly and per cent irregularly, al- 
though when the percentage was applied 
the whole parish, the ratio fell 
per cent. probably the best known 
parish study, Southern Parish* Rev. 
Joseph Fichter, both census and 
investigators indicated practice ratio 
per cent. There was discrepancy be- 
tween the census and investigators 
how much this per cent was regular 
practice: the census showed only per 
cent irregular practice, while the investiga- 
tors claimed per cent irregularity. 

Even more important Father Fichter’s 
study was his discovery that over per 
cent the parish’s baptized Catholics, 
not included those statistics, did not 
even consider themselves Catholics 
members parish.

aways are included the calculations 
the investigators, the ratio for regular prac- 
tice all baptized Catholics the parish 
fell per cent, for irregular practice 
per cent. All this food for somber 
thought. 

How typical American parish life are 
these parish reports, man can say with 
authority. The impression has been grow- 
ing into conviction, however, that they 
are means atypical all. 

But cannot lose sight two very 
important points. First, mere Sunday at- 
tendance Mass and Easter Communion 
are means the sole criteria ideal 
even adequate Catholic living. More 
that later. The point is, that even such 
minimal requirements these are 
widely neglected, what can said other 
elements Christian living which the 
parish should propagating? Second, 
not conclude from the foregoing para- 
graphs that parish sociology primarily 
concerned with what wrong with our 
parish life, that this article expressing 
only negative interest parish sociology. 
makes watch tick what made 
stop ticking. There tremendous value 
analyzing and assessing what right with 
the parish, for the sake the knowledge 
itself and for improving already satis- 
factory policy. Scientifically, more 
interesting know why per cent the 
parish practicing the faith, than why 
per cent not. 

have called attention these somber 
and sobering realities precisely stress 
not only the legitimacy, but the real nec- 
essity and urgency for parish sociology. 
the facts are not known, how can proper 
policy formulated? 


Million Lost Catholics? 


mentioned before per cent the 
Southern Parish’s baptized Catholics who 
longer considered themselves Catholics 
parishioners. Such percentage seems 
far too high typical national 
condition. own study northern 
parish showed nothing nearly bad. How- 
ever, here matter for reflection. The 
Catholic Directory® for 1957 esti- 
mates million Catholics the United 
States. But during the past quarter cen- 
tury, the ratio Catholic infant baptisms 
per American births has steadily risen from

one four, one three. This means 
either both the following: that the 
American Catholic birth rate vastly 
higher than the general American birth 
rate; that the number nominal Cath- 
olics who want their offspring baptized 
far higher than our records would indicate. 
Very probably the number baptized 
Catholics the United States (whether 
they practice the faith not) close to, 
not beyond million! 

Where are the other million Cath- 
olics? Not all them are someone else’s 
backyard: they are parish, too! 
Who are they? Why aren’t they practicing 
the faith? What are their backgrounds, the 
obstacles their return the sacraments? 
How can they reached? 

personal apostolate, the Holy Fa- 
ther has made emphatically clear, not 
adequate such task reclamation. 
social apostolate required. But only sci- 
entific study can suggest the nature this 
apostolate. analysis, sampling, and cor- 
relation, parish sociologist could try 
discover the most effective media com- 
munication with the particular types 
people his area. One cannot offer “bread 
and circuses” the educated, nor “great 
books programs” nor 
courses refuting Protestantism Jewish 
neighbors. What has been the experience 
elsewhere? Could that experience apply 
one’s own situation? 


Even Counting Heads Helps 


One Christmas was calling parish 
small Allegheny town. The 
included holy and zealous pastor and 
three energetic and equally zealous curates. 
They assured that some the data 
brought light Southern Parish could 
not possibly exist their local parish. 
Out population almost 50,000, there 
were some 3000 Catholics. 
knew their people well enough cer- 
tain that only very small proportion 
them were remiss their practice. Yet, 
the course conversation learned that 
the parish church had capacity about 
350 (crowded), and the parish had five 
Masses Sunday, the first two which 
were attended half-capacity congrega- 
tions. With the possible exception 
Easter, there could not have been more 
than 1600 persons Mass any given 
Sunday. Evidently, the crowds attending 
the late Masses and the fact that the 
priests were constantly busy led false 
assumption. Counting seats might not re-

quire much astuteness, but can unearth 
some elementary facts. 

another parish the pastor refused 
use available funds increase his school 
facilities the assumption that there were 
too few children. reasoned that the 
young people were moving away after mar- 
riage instead staying the parish. 
organized check the housing facilities 
his parish would have shown that they 
were too costly for young couples, but 
they did attract growing families after the 
first few years marriage. check 
one typical square block revealed there 
were children within two years school 
age! 


Refuting the Critics 


One might write off these. and other, 
mistaken assumptions simply lack 
common sense. But the point that 
widespread use scientific analysis and 
appraisal our parish functioning could 
obviate many the errors attributed 
lack common sense. Moreover, would 
suggest ways dealing with some our 
problems that present are quite beyond 
the ken common sense. 

might argued that for all the 
mistakes made occasionally, the great ma- 
jority our parishes under the dedicated 
leadership many hard-working priests 
are doing tremendous job. This not 
only admitted, but proudly and gratefully 
professed! Still cannot forget those 
million Catholics who are not even 
fessed Catholics who not live even 
minimal requirements the ma- 
jority non-Catholic community whom 
the parish also has obligation com- 
municate its divine message. 

appraising any social organization, 
pay particular attention its constitutive 
elements. What are these elements the 
parish? Any social system operates 
certain place physical environment. 
consists people, presumably varying 
characteristics, related each other, and 
acting and interacting with each other 
achieve one more common purposes. 
certain pattern mutually complementary 
roles, statuses, and socially sanctioned ways 
doing things implied. These are the 
society’s norms rules. The purposes to- 
ward which the social organization, its re- 
lationships and interaction directed 
reflect the basic values, the very raison 
the organization. Parish sociology 
directs its attention the whole and each 
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the parts this parish social system. 

The facts each these elements must 
considered, and the degree which 
they fit together and achieve the over-all 
objectives the society. For example, the 
clerks government bureau might 
chummy pals who enjoy each other’s com- 
pany lunch and coffee break, but 
their relationship does not contribute 
the effectiveness the office, can hardly 
counted asset the bureau. 
Similarly, suppose parish has St. 
Vincent Paul society ten members, 
who are desirous growing personal 
holiness and contributing parish life 
through helping the poor, but they spend 
their monthly meetings, month after month, 
discussing the same four cases poverty 
and nothing else. Then one might question 
how much their collective man power and 
good will are actually contributing the 
parish. The part must contribute the 
whole. How often does this happen? When 
does, how can improved? 


Four Elements Parish 

the Code Canon Law, the Church 
defines explicitly four constitutive elements 
the Catholic parish: particular ter- 
ritory, the people within it, their pastor, 
and their church. Other elements are im- 
plicit this definition and the very 
objectives the parochial “Church 
miniature.” What are these objectives and 
other elements ideal parish? 

definition “ideal parish.” The defini- 
tion Canon Law lists certain juridical 
substantials, but says nothing objectives 
other elements that must part any 
social system. propose the norm detailed 
below used appraising any parish. 

Admittedly, this definition quite 
mouthful! But submitted that any 
parish priest apostolic layman will find 
just about all the criteria for ap- 
praising his own parish. 


Ideal Parish 

The perfectly organized parish, its 
most complete sense, functioning 
social system: 

such size and physical equipment; 

such numerical proportion among 
staff, lay leaders 
members; 

such network co-operating and 
mutually appreciated relationships and 
societies; 

consciously possessed its mem- 
bers the knowledge Christian doc- 
trine and moral; 

dedicated the achievement 
communal and personal holiness through 
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The definition gives rise many ques- 
tions. For example, parish boundaries 
make sense? Many do, many not. 
the physical plant adequate? What being 
done about the large percentage Cath- 
olic school children who cannot ac- 
commodated Catholic school? 
priests and laity really know each other? 
Could the parish staff enlarged hav- 
ing the laity assume, with without pay, 
some the less priestly functions the 
clergy? parishioners know each other? 
they have mature understanding 
their faith, not just recollection 
catechism answers remembered from gram- 
mar school? Few parishes would score 
satisfactory mark that question. Are 
Sunday sermons pertinent the needs and 
parishioners? 

Are the parish’s social and business en- 
terprises, financing, and building adequate? 
Are they perhaps more successful than the 
parish’s spiritual enterprises? What non- 
monetary contribution can the laity make 
the parish? Can they participate the 
parish’s apostolate? the clergy follow 
the Holy Father’s urging accept the 
laity and look for ways direct the lay 
apostolate? 

How much true fraternal Christian love 
evident the parish toward fellow Cath- 
olics and non-Catholic members? Remem- 
ber all persons living within the parish are 
considered the Church part 
the parish and the object its apostolic 
concern. Does the parish school contribute 
parish loyalty beyond the rallying 
around the old school team and banner? 

Some these questions imply certain 
idealism, for are considering ideal 
parish norm for appraisal. Obviously, 
with such ideal mind, cannot rest 
with what have. 

The first step find out the facts. 
subsequent article will discuss the prep- 
aration, execution, and use parish 
census. Meanwhile, may reflect the 


use Mass and the sacraments and 
pursuit the two great laws divine 
and fraternal love; 

constant its maintenance the 
primacy its spiritual values and apos- 
tolic commission over co-ordinated sub- 
sidiary temporal values; 

welded the communal concern 
its members 

THAT there exists the practical and 
exploited opportunity for the spiritual 
and derivatively temporal richness 
the faith brought its every 
actual and potential member and 
every institution its coextensive civic 
community. 


reminder Pope Pius XII the Central 
Institute Italian Statistics 1954: 
“And statistics are used especially 
the study material development the 
social, economic, and moral life the 
nation, they can used likewise the 
study religious situation.” 

Perhaps had more studies the 
parish, not all parishes would have ask 
all the questions suggested above. 
might build core socioparochial 
edge which all might draw. For parish 
sociology but guide helping the 
pastor lead his faithful flock and find the 
wanderers and the lost. has the role 
facilitating for the Church the task 
transmitting its treasures, thanks more 
precise knowledge the social situation 
its children and the social pressures 
which help hinder them.

The Catholic total about 496,512,000 
increase 12,435,000 over last year’s 
figure, gain 349 one per cent over 
last year’s 18.3 per cent. 

The United States ranked fourth the 
world the number Catholics, although 
many other countries outrank the per- 
centage Catholics total population. 
Countries were ranked follows: Brazil, 
Catholics; Italy, 47,775,920; France, 
36,418,740; and United States, 34,386,351. 


CHURCH MEMBERSHIP 
REACHES ALL-TIME PEAK 


Church membership the United States 
reached new high 1955, claiming per 
cent Americans. century ago only per 
cent the population were church 
members. 

The estimate 103,224,954 church mem- 
bers gain slightly more than three mil- 
lion over the previous year. These statistics 
appear the Yearbook American Churches 
for 1958 published the National Council 
Churches. 

Protestants 60,148,980; Catholics 34,563,851; 
Jews 5,500,000; Eastern Orthodox 2,598,055; 
Old Catholics and Polish National Catholics

port its membership. 

According the publication, the major re- 
ligious have developed about the 
same relationship each other during the 
past years.

Aside from any other consideration, the 
difference birth rates between the 
and the 1950’s are basic the teacher 
shortage problem. There are simply not 
enough trained adults the age groups 
from which are accustomed draw 
teachers staff our expanding Catholic 
schools. the past, have depended al- 
most exclusively Sisters and small 
number generous lay teachers who have 
been willing work under almost the same 
financial arrangements Religious. 

Obviously, must look elsewhere for 
our teachers. must tap another source 
supply, namely college graduates who 
would ordinarily prepare for public school 
service. Before further planning for the 
future Catholic schools, must an- 
swer the question, “Can adequate sup- 
ply lay college graduates made 
available parochial schools?” the an- 
swer “No,” some means providing 
religious education other than the parochial 
school system must found. the an- 
swer then can move ahead. 


Survey College Graduates 


Catholic women’s college recently 
surveyed 200 its graduates who had se- 
cured state teaching certificates within the 
past years. Over per cent these 
graduates had taught public 
half them remaining three years more. 
Only per cent had served private 
schools any time. Even within this 
smaller group, many had spent some time 
teaching the public schools. 

most instances, these graduates were 
products years Catholic edu- 
cation. this college all typical 
(and there good reason believe 
is), then Catholic schools are far from 
receiving proportionate share the 
teachers whom they have educated. 


Why don’t Catholic graduates teach 
Catholic schools? Are young persons un- 
aware the need for lay teachers? Im- 
portant the demand for good teachers 
public schools, may well argued 
that there even greater need for their 
services within the parochial school sys- 
tem. What conditions within Catholic 
schools are holding these teachers back 
from performing apostolic work 
vital the actual existence the paro- 
chial schools system? salary the only 
reason? 

effort find out why Catholic 
college students not enter parochial 
schools, the 200 graduates were asked 
four questions: (1) the time you quali- 
fied for certificate, did you consider 
teaching parochial school? (2) 
that time would you have taught 
parochial school the salary had approxi- 
mated that for public school service? (3) 
you were completing college work today, 
would you teach parochial school 
assuming you were offered salary close 
that offered the public schools? 
(4) What reasons other than salary would 


you give for not teaching parochial 
schools? 


Aware Catholic Needs 


Evidently, these graduates were aware 
the need for teachers Catholic schools 
the time they were graduated from 
college. Over per cent said they had 
seriously considered private school teach- 
ing. the other hand, only per cent 
were actually employed parochial schools 
any time. Almost per cent, then, 
had considered parochial school teaching, 
but rejected the idea. 

The reason for such rejection not 
far seek. Seventy-five per cent the 
graduates replied they would have taught 
parochial school when they finished 
college the salary offered had been com- 
parable that public schools. The

Cadet Teacher Program 


APPROXIMATELY 275 girls are participating Cadet 
Scholarship Program sponsored the Pittsburgh Catholic dioc- 
esan school system. With the co-operation Catholic colleges 
and “sponsors,” the girls are receiving teacher training and ex- 
perience teaching the Catholic schools. The program, now 
its fourth year, expected relieve critical shortage 
teachers for the 114,491 pupils enrolled the Pittsburgh diocesan 
Catholic schools. 

Very Rev. Msgr. John McDowell, superintendent schools 
for the Pittsburgh diocese, explains the main points the pro- 
gram: “Any student graduated from our high schools eligible 
apply under the following applicant must 
student, recommended her pastor and principal, must 
pass college entrance examination, and must have sponsor. 
The sponsor pastor parish religious community 
agreeing accept the candidate teacher for two full school 
years. Moreover, the sponsor must pay half the tuition costs and 
all fees and book costs for the student. the candidate ap- 
proved the superintendent schools and has sponsor, the 
Catholic college grants half scholarship the student. 

“Students must follow the program prepared the col- 
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lege and approved the superintendent. This program pro- 
vides for the following: First two years consist summer 
session, full year term, and second summer session during which 
time the student gains credits. The next full year spent 
teaching the school the sponsor and attending Saturday 
classes gain additional six eight credits. During this year 
the candidate receives $70 month cover her lunch and 
transportation.” 

this point the contract between the candidate and the diocese 
terminated, and the student free drop the program she 
desires. However, contracts are renewable this point for 
identical program. Hence, possible for candidate earn 
120 124 credits four years, bringing her within few credit 
hours graduation. The candidate has also had two years teach- 
ing experience the Catholic school and would graduate with her 
class college. 

September, there were 275 girls enrolled this program. 
Msgr. McDowell reports that the program has been generally 
successful and has received the warm and cordial support 
pastors and religious communities. “The program could not func-

figures show that most former students 
who had considered teaching parochial 
schools would have taken employment 
them were not for the salary barrier. 
One may speculate with profit upon the 
effect which these large numbers quali- 
fied teachers might have had upon the 
school system during these past years 
they had decided teach Catholic 
schools! 

note encouragement that per 
cent stated they would accept employment 
parochial schools they were com- 
pleting college work today and sufficient 
salary were available. 

Many these alumnae were interviewed 
informally teacher placement offices. 
According their own statements, they 
did not enter parochial schools because 
they were seeking highly remunerative sal- 
aries. Few teachers look the parochial 
schools lucrative source income. 
Their desire for financial security just. 
Many graduates explained they had worked 
outside school finance their edu- 
cation. Some had borrowed money; others 
had relied parents provide for them 
until graduation. Again and again they 
indicated they would have liked teach 
parochial schools, but that fairness 
all concerned, they felt obligation 
support themselves upon graduation. 


Living Wage Just Due 


There little doubt that lack salary 
commensurate with the claims social 
justice the major obstacle securing 
the services college graduates lay 
teachers. Our parochial school system has 
been built upon the contributed services 
religious teachers. Obviously im- 
possible expect lay teachers live 
Religious. ask them exist upon 
token salary put them worse 
financial position than Religious who can 
live common and pool their resources. 

Costs living are lower for lay 
teachers than for other employed persons. 
Those who travel long distances school 
find that gasoline and automobile insurance 
are expensive items. Moreover, the lay 
teacher expected dress simply, but 
professional person. Parents and school 
personnel would outraged teacher 
appeared last year’s gingham and bobby 
socks, yet appropriate street wear, suits 
and nylons cost money. Education, books, 
and short vacation away from all after 
ten months spent the classroom with 
wiggling members the Church Mili- 
these drain the lay teacher’s 
bank account. Too often the teacher finds 


that travel, clothing, and necessary inci- 
dental expenses leave little the end 
the month beyond the barest minimum for 
room and board. Books, memberships 
one two professional organizations, rec- 
reation, and other things needed keep 
teacher alive professionally 
cally ruled out under prevailing salary 
conditions. 


Few Social Benefits 

Other reasons keep Catholic teachers 
from serving parochial schools. Linked 
the need for salary the desire for 
other security provisions, especially tenure 
and retirement plan. There should 
some arrangement, too, whereby lay 
teacher may advance supervisory 
administrative work. not unthinkable 
that lay teachers might given the re- 
sponsibility department heads, members 
supervisory staffs, and even 
principals Catholic schools. Then, too, 
the crowded classrooms constitute another 
important drawback teaching paro- 
chial schools. 

The final reason given for choosing pub- 
lic school service was “attitude parents 
and religious teachers toward the lay 


soon there Religious available 
for his place. Lightening his work load 
relieving him extracurricular responsi- 
bilities only tends increase his sense 
isolation. Faculty meetings held behind 
cloister walls week ends not help. 

The lay teacher wants accept his 
share the work; wants participate 
actively faculty meetings; but most 
all, wants bear “the labor and heats 
the day” with others and become 
integral part the staff. Reasonable work 
loads, tenure, provision for lunch facilities 
and teacher’s lounge where can relax 
and study when not duty —all are im- 
portant helping him better assume his 
professional responsibilities. The value 
these considerations greatly enhanced 
when they are viewed marks respect 
for another member the teaching staff. 

There adequate supply qualified 
lay teachers available the Catholic 
schools can provide just salary 
and accept them bona fide 
part the school system. The difficulties 
involved providing salary sufficient 
meet the demands social justice 
will constitute the most serious challenge 
the future. The problem may call for

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New Shrine for St. Cabrini 


SITUATED natural knoll over- 
looking the beautiful Palisades the 
Hudson River will the new $1,500,000 
shrine honor Mother Frances Xavier 
Cabrini, the only naturalized American 
saint. The New York Archdiocese recently 
signed construction contracts for the two- 
story, fan-shaped brick structure adjoining 
Mother Cabrini high school New York 
City. 

Surrounded terraced grounds, the 
shrine will have commanding position 
overlooking Cabrini Blvd. The upper level 
will chapel accommodating 600 wor- 
shipers. Here the body the saint will 
enshrined, relocated from the small 
chapel the high school. larger and 
more fitting chapel needed accom- 
modate the large numbers worshipers 
and the daily and weekly pilgrims who 
come venerate her remains. The existing 
high school chapel will converted into 
much-needed classroom space, and pas- 
sageway will connect the 

The lower level the new building will 
recreation hall with gymnasium 
and auditorium that will seat 750 people. 
Included the project will private 
quarters for chaplains, and tall brick 
tower for future carillon. 

Constructed reinforced concrete and 
structural steel, the shrine will have 
warm tan brick exterior. According the 
architects, Sina and Pellegrino, will 
occupy 12,200 sq. ft. land, and will 
contain 30,500 sq. ft. floor space 
its two levels.

Reason for Canon Laws Debt

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URGE FATHERS PARTICIPATE 
HOME AND SCHOOL PROGRAMS 


When the 25th National Catholic Family 
Life convention met Milwaukee, Wis., 
mid-March, the group set some guide- 
posts for Catholic pastors and leaders the 
Family Life groups follow their aposto- 
late. Their resolutions may 
strengthen this important lay movement 
the Church. 

Although the Catholic Family Life programs 
have been well established this country, 
the group insisted that the parish empha- 
sized the center, the focal point, and that 
responsible agent under the Bishop 
for the promotion the program. 

The importance the laity was stressed. 
“Since there cannot actual Christian- 
ization society all its ramifications 
economic, rural, educational, familial, and 
political— except through the layman, the 
layman must understand, realize, and execute 
his responsibility the reconstruction the 
social order under the teaching authority 
the Church.” The priests the parish should 
explain the importance the Family Life 
movement lay men and women and urge 
their participation. 

particular, the group urged that the 
father the family become more active 
parish and school affairs. “Modern society 
tends emphasize the mother’s role the 
heart the family without recognizing the 
true role the father head the family,” 
they explained. “The father nature the 
sanctifier, the builder, provider, 
teacher, and disciplinarian the home. His 
true role should re-emphasized.” 

the parish level, men’s societies should 
asked participate more home and 
school affairs. Some parishes have achieved 
greater participation fathers through parent 
clubs that demand that both spouses attend 
meetings together. Other parishes encourage 
joint meetings between men and women’s 
societies.

They suggest 
study clubs and programs the parishes 
and schools designed for 
provement which would advance educational, 
emotional, and spiritual growth the indi- 
viduals. Such programs will not only assure 
individual improvement, but will help cement 
the marriage bond, increase culture the 
home, and develop better home environment.

riage calls for the co-operation educators 
and parents. Both should study the deficien- 
cies that lead teen-age steady dating 
early age. Parents should promote whole- 
some recreation and meaningful activities for 
teen-agers. Parents are also counseled give 
proper instruction sex that will develop 
teen-agers proper attitudes and reverence 
for future family life. Often the parish can 
help parents providing place for these 
teen-age activities, and offering guidance 
courses for parents.

Seat- 
ing people, the chapel has rich ma- 
hogany paneling with matching altar and 
pews. heavy maroon curtain forms the 
backdrop for the simple altar.

unit ventilating system heating pro- 
vides cool air hot summer days, well 
winter heating. The school has natural 
lighting supplemented 
lighting concentric ring fixtures. Ceiling 
height windows are rendered glareless 
diffusing glass panel the top which 
decreases the need for shades 
per cent, according the architect. 
the corridors and library, small translucent 


glass skylights augment the natural lighting. 

Contract cost the building was $585,- 
159.27, plus additional $40,000 for 
equipment, bringing the total cost $625,- 
159.27. Square foot cost was $13.57; per 
cost was estimated $1,389.25, 
based enrollment 450 pupils.

PEOPLE whole recognize the 
value periodic medical checkups 
their family physician specialist 
internal medicine means preventing 
illness. Preventive medicine has contributed 
toward longer and useful life span, even 
these days tension, overwork, and 
physical pressure. less important, 
from the standpoint dollar investment, 
maintenance the same practical manner. 

Catholic parishes throughout the nation 
will spend approximately cents per 
square foot per annum for normal house- 
keeping churches, schools, convents, and 
rectories during 1958. While 
figures are available this time, con- 
servative estimate would place value 
about $150 million this recurring year- 
to-year operation. backlog major 
maintenance and repair projects required 
update and modernize existing structures 
will amount another $175 million. These 
estimates reflect the cost all labor and 
material required the performance 
the indicated work. While staggering 
scope when viewed this manner, this 
total cost maintaining existing structures 
represents only about per cent their 
replacement value. 

Increasing age existing buildings and 
soaring maintenance costs force administra- 
tors take close look the importance 
preventive maintenance. The combina- 
tion research and sound principles 
engineering has elevated this recurring type 
work professional status assure 
proper selection and use quality ma-

terials and efficient utilization man 
power. The end result better main- 
tenance reduced annual cost. 


Insist Professional Inspection 

The first step sound preventive 
maintenance program thorough inspec- 
tion and survey existing facilities, 
utilizing the services professional en- 
gineers and/or architects. These profes- 
sional men have knowledge materials, 
construction techniques, and experience 
the productivity labor assigned 
specific cleaning and maintenance opera- 
tions. Employing nonprofessional personnel, 


others having professional 
other fields such education and/or ad- 
ministration, for these essential inspections 
does not normally produce the desired re- 
sults. trained and practiced eye re- 
quired recognize and diagnose structural 
ills through symptoms not apparent under 
normal conditions, and detect early 
failures floors, painted surfaces, elec- 
trical and mechanical installations, tuck- 
pointing and other related weaknesses. 
complete inventory should prepared for 
all mechanical and electrical equipment. 

Every group building facilities should 
subjected complete and thorough 
inspection every six months qualified 
professional personnel. 
should include all portions the building 
structures from the foundations through 
the roof, well all mechanical and 
electrical equipment. Deficiencies noted 
this time should the subject im- 
mediate remedial action and not deferred 
until later. Remember there con- 
venient time for the accomplishment 
maintenance and repair work. 
firm conviction that these periodical in- 
spections should not performed per- 
sonnel regularly associated with the build- 
ings question because easy live 
with building defects and overlook their 
presence. 

Managers diocesan parish property 
must know what owned and where 
before the building plant may main- 
tained properly. While this statement may 
seem self-evident the majority man- 
agement, few administrators have current

inventories prove it, and the quality 
building maintenance throughout many 
parishes leaves much desired. 
Inspection and survey data should 
carefully compiled and evaluated focus 
attention problem areas. Specifications 
and required) should pre- 
pared adequately detail and describe 
major maintenance and repair work needed 
update the building structure and its 
fixed equipment acceptable standards. 
Estimates cost and complexity work 
involved will permit management de- 
termine the work performed 
the permanent maintenance staff 
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through the use outside contract serv- 
ices. The indicated recurring housekeeping 
operations should analyzed. All cleaning 
and sanitation procedures should out- 
lined clearly and concisely for each indi- 
vidual surface and/or material incorporated 
the structure. 

highly essential that each recurring 
housekeeping operation viewed the 
light the job done, materials and 
equipment used, and the amount 
man power required its efficient accom- 
plishment. Daily, weekly, monthly, quar- 
terly, and annual schedules work are 
necessity integral tool the over-all 
preventive maintenance program. 


Hire Experienced Custodians 

Proper utilization man power cannot 
overly emphasized trained and pro- 
ductive labor the real key successful 
maintenance program reasonable cost. 
Data developed the national level from 
actual work experience and based av- 
erages such physical capacity, interest 
shown work assignments, size tools 
and products, average supervision, etc., pin- 
points what may reasonably expected 
the work output from each maintenance 
employee. has also been determined 
that trained workers will produce more ac- 
ceptable work approximately per 
cent untrained workers with each 
exerting the same physical effort. Since 
least per cent the total cost any 
realistic maintenance program 
sented the cost labor, therefore 
essential from the standpoints produc- 
tion, costs, and progressive management 
that all workers know their job thoroughly 
and that their every action work per- 
formance planned and timed assure 
with unnecessary 
waste physical exertion. 

Charitable considerations sometimes ap- 
plied the selection and employment 
maintenance personnel questionable 
method followed the protection 
from damage substantial dollar invest- 
building facilities. Physical 
stamina, alertness mind and keen in- 
terest keeping abreast current main- 
tenance practices are prime requisites for 
the individual who directly responsible 
for the prudent maintenance the facil- 
ities assigned his care. “Old Mr. Jones 
who can’t get another job” should not 
entrusted with these vital responsibilities.

program. program this type any 
better than the quality its supervision. 
essential that team effort applied 
its implementation and accomplishment. 


Buy Quality, Not Price 


many instances, Catholic administra- 
tors have bought low-quality maintenance 
materials and equipment because price 
considerations and misrepresentations 
the part sales representatives having 
selfish motives. All material and equip- 
ment should purchased the basis 
factual research into the job done 
compared with actual performance under 
local job conditions. example, water 
emulsion wax $1.50 per gallon usually 
far more expensive the long run than 
comparable quality material 
cost per gallon. Purchasing such ma- 
terials drum lots take advantage 
discounts usually wishful thinking be- 
cause the added labor cost required 
get the material the point work per- 
formance. Every material and equipment 
purchase should based the concept 
quality performance and production with 
the least possible amount labor. This 


requires close scrutiny the part 
management’s maintenance consultant. 

common preventive maintenance prob- 
lem throughout many areas the country 
the effective removal and control 
mildew, fungus and efflorescence exterior 
masonry surfaces. The development 
transparent and toxic waterproofing prod- 
ucts during the past ten years has brought 
about definite cure for these problems 
combined with proper cleaning and tuck- 
pointing procedures prior application 
waterproofing material. Each individual 
building presents its own specific problems 
and, again, essential that these struc- 
tural ills diagnosed qualified pro- 
fessional personnel, rather than using prod- 
ucts and procedures based sales 
propaganda pricing considerations. 
watertight building essential the 
proper maintenance all interior finishes 
and materials incorporated within the struc- 
ture. 

Significant developments 
place during the past three years the 
control scale and corrosion pressure 
vessels such heating boilers, water heat- 
ers, and air conditioning equipment. 
recent survey group 5000 publicly 
owned buildings the national level pin- 
pointed the fact that approximately per 
cent each recurring repair dollar 
spent the direct result scale and 
corrosion. While some programs chem- 
ical treatment are effective, these 
velopments appear remove the human 
failure element from mechanical plant op- 
eration with resulting savings both 
maintenance man-hours and fuel consump- 
tion. The principle magnetic control 
scale and corrosion being watched with 
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more than passing interest open- 
minded engineers throughout the nation. 

Approximately per cent each re- 
curring repair dollar spent during 1957 will 
for painting existing structures. This 
focuses attention the fact that all pro- 
fessional groups concerned with the design, 
construction, and maintenance parish 
building facilities should take closer look 
specifications and methods used the 
past.

Clyde Davis, superintendent custo- 
dians for the Tacoma, Wash., schools, has 
suggested the following procedures for firing 
oil burner, recent article the Jowa 
Custodians Newsletter.2 

Thoroughly dry fire box with wood fire 
burning slowly. This may not possible with 
some boilers, which case the burners should 
run for five minutes and set for hour 
before starting again. this for about three 
hours, gradually increasing the burning period 
until new brick work dried out. 

Check the following points: Electrical con- 
nections for tightness, oil and gas lines for 
tightness. Then open supply valves. Adjust 
igniter gas oil described burner in- 
structions. Check the main relay, combustion 
control and limit control make sure they 
are operating position.

OIL BURNER 


low the burner run five ten minutes 
thoroughly heat the fire box, boiler and stack, 
and consume any excess oil which may 
have accumulated the combustion chamber. 
Shut burner down and after nine ten 
minutes, restart the normal manner. 

The burner may now adjusted for firing 
rate and quantity primary and secondary 
air. Remember that you only need enough 
primary air help atomize the amount 
fuel oil you are using. The balance air 
should taken through the secondary air 
openings and means adjustment this 
damper and the stack draft. 

When adjusting the burner and controls, 
the burner started and stopped frequently, 
allow sufficient time for warm switches cool 
before attempting start the burner. 

Oil pressure the burner should carried 
low possible while still maintaining the 
desired firing rate. The proper amounts 
primary and secondary air should de- 
termined visual inspection. turbulent red 
orange flame breaking into smoke the tips 
and slight haze the stack may con- 
sidered rule thumb indication proper 
combustion. However, combustion should 
all means checked with indicator. 


Schedule Repairs Immediately 

Every housekeeping and maintenance op- 
eration must watched all times with 
critical eye toward quality work 
reasonable cost. Each surface and finish 
should receive its proper attention, and 
area should neglected the expense 
another the over-all program 
prime importance.

Check Points Oil Burner 


Simplest troubles with oil burners, such 
lack oil, suction-line leaks, ignition trouble 
(on automatic burners) are readily apparent 
when attempting start the burner, and 
indicate where look for trouble. 

Suction-line leaks are indicated 
and discharge pressure 
resulting pulsating flame. 

oil leaks from the fire box the floor 
through the secondary air opening the 
nozzle protector: make sure the burner 
level; make sure the atomizer projects 
beyond the nozzle; (c) make sure the primary 
air nozzle partially open. 

important that the atomizer projects 
beyond the nozzle order prevent any 
oil collecting the atomizer and running 
down the blower case where will tend 
plug the air passage and reduce the ca- 
pacity the burner. The atomizer should 
project from in. beyond the nozzle. 
The less projects, the more the blaze will 
flare out. 

the fire pulsates, the primary and sec- 
ondary air should adjusted. opening the 
fire door eliminates the pulsating, there 
poor draft. Pulsating fire also indicative 
too much secondary air. 

Where poor draft conditions exist, the 
flue passages should checked make sure 
that dampers are open, that the flue not 
plugged, and that there possibility 
air leakage. 

The equipment must kept good 
shape all times. Covers must kept 
control boxes after adjustments prevent 
foreign particles accumulating the control 
contacts. 

The burner itself must kept clean. 
Any oil leaks indicate leak that should 
tightened once. 

the burner has been subjected mois- 
ture, should thoroughly dried out before 
starting. The best method place low 
voltage the terminals dry out the wire 
thoroughly from the inside the outside. 
necessary, the windings and transformer may 
dried slow baking process tem- 
perature not exceeding 200 deg. for period 

The burner should turn freely all 
times. Check this turning the shaft 
means the atomizer. 

10. The oil valve, tailpiece, should re- 
moved periodically and oil grooves cleaned 
dirt, wax, other foreign matter. Cleaning 
permits normal operation the oil seal where 
oil pumped back into the valve body, thus 
preventing oil leakage. Clean 
every six months whenever leakage occurs 
this point. This particularly necessary 
with excessively dirty oils oils with high 
wax content.

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The National School Lunch Program

YOUR SCHOOL not the 
National School Lunch Program yet, you 
may want take closer look the pro- 
gram, now its second decade opera- 
tion, find out how operates and how 
you may apply for it. 

The history school lunches goes back 
further than ten years, course. But 
1946, the National School Lunch Act was 
established “to safeguard the health and 
well-being the Nation’s children, and 
encourage the domestic consumption 
nutritious agricultural commodities.” Since 
then, the National School Lunch Program 
has grown steadily. has now assumed 
this important stature: more than 
schools participate and make its 
benefits available more than 10% mil- 
lion school children. These totals include 
schools and children all states and 
five territories. They include all 
nonprofit schools, both public and private, 
long they conduct nonprofit school 
lunch operations. 

Despite this rapid growth over ten-year 
period, the program does not yet reach 
all the schools eligible take part it. 
Some schools, course, have little need 
for the program. The program cannot aid 
other schools because their type op- 
eration their limited facilities. However, 
many more schools are eligible and might 
advantageously use the program, but they 
not because their administrators not 
know enough about it. such your case, 
here outline how the program 
works, help you decide whether not 
might helpful your school. 


How the Program Administered 


Each year, the Federal Government ap- 
propriates sum money support the 
National School Lunch Program. This year 
$100,000,000 has been appropriated 
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used the Department Agriculture 
provide cash and commodity assistance for 
participating schools. Funds are appor- 
tioned among the states and territories ac- 
cording the number school-age chil- 
dren and the state’s relative needs 
indicated per capita income. 

The program administered for public 
schools all states through the state edu- 
cational agencies. However, here one 
important point for nonprofit private 
schools, including parochial schools: 
states, Guam and Hawaii have laws which 
make impossible for them disburse 
funds private schools. these states 
and territories, the program administered 
private schools through the field offices 
the Department Agriculture. There- 
fore, despite varying 
the program available all nonprofit 
schools,* both public and private. 

The program’s help schools starts 
with the funds being apportioned each 
state. Participating schools are reimbursed 
according their need for assistance, their 
expenditures for food, and the type and 
number lunches served. One the 
significant trends observed during the his- 
tory the program has been the steady 
improvement the quality the lunches 
served. 


The Type Lunch 

schools have been working build the 
quality the lunches. 1956, almost all 
the lunches served (91.3 per cent them) 


*According to the National School Lunch Act, any 
private school exempt from income tax under the 
Internal Revenue Code, amended, 
nonprofit; and therefore eligible, if other requirements 
are met, to participate in the National School Lunch 
Program. The fact that the school is operating on a 
tuition basis is, of itself, of no consequence. The 
amount of tuition and the ability of the school to 
maintain a satisfactory school lunch program without 
federal assistance will be taken into consideration in 
reviewing the school’s application to participate. 


were Type lunches. The Type lunch 
designed provide one third child’s 
daily nutritional requirements consists 
the following foods: 

Milk, pint; 

Lean meat, poultry, fish cheese, 
peanut butter; some combination 
these protein-rich foods; 

Fruit and vegetables, cup; 

Bread made from whole-grain cereal 
enriched flour, more portions; 

Butter fortified margarine, tea- 
spoons. 

Schools participating the program 
agree serve meals meeting standards 
established the Department Agricul- 
ture: either the Type lunch, the 
Type lunch which provides about 
much food. Participating schools also agree 
operate their lunch programs non- 
profit basis. They agree offer lunches 
reduced prices free charge 
children unable pay the full price 
the lunch. Further, they agree make 
these free reduced-price lunches avail- 
able without discrimination embarrass- 
ment the children. 


Monthly Report Basis Program 


Over the years simple administrative 
procedure has been worked out. The basis 
the procedure monthly income and 
expenditure report, which the schools 
provide required information about their 
operations. addition being informa- 
tive, the report serves the claim for 
reimbursement. based daily records 
income, expenditures, and participation. 
The report enables the administering 
agency determine the amount reim- 
bursement and send payment check 
along promptly the school.

Special Foods for Schools 

Another substantial help schools par- 
ticipating the program comes through 
the commodities that the Department 
Agriculture furnishes. About per cent 
the funds appropriated ($15,000,000 
this year) are used the Department 
make large-volume purchases foods 
specifically for the program. These foods, 
purchased under Section the National 
School Lunch Act, help schools meet es- 
tablished meal-type standards and are good 
sources some the nutrients commonly 
lacking children’s diets. They include 
protein-rich foods, vitamin foods, and 
other processed fruits and vegetables. Last 
year, for example, the 
vided schools with concentrated orange 
juice, grapefruit sections, and the follow- 
ing canned fruits and vegetables: corn, 
green beans, peaches, tomatoes, tomato 
paste, purple plums, and peanut butter. 


Surplus Commodities

given the Department’s distribution 
surplus foods acquired through the opera- 
tion price-support and surplus-removal 
programs. Schools are given top priority 
use these surplus foods. Such foods are 
available all schools operating nonprofit 
lunch programs; distribution not limited

Surplus foods are 
distributed only they become available 
under the purchase programs. They 
not constitute full adequate diet, but 
they make valuable contribution effec- 
tive and economical operation lunch 
programs. 

Commodities that were distributed last 
year included: dry beans, butter, cheese, 
corn meal, shell eggs, wheat flour, frozen 
hamburger, lard, nonfat dry milk, canned 
pork, rice, turkeys, cabbage 
plums.
